On June 10, 1982, the long-awaited dedication 
celebration will commemorate the completion of 
the renovation and addition to the ANA head- 
quarters building. The construction, which has 
doubled the amount of floor space in the building, 
is greatly anticipated by all ANA staff. The original 
building, when it was dedicated fifteen years ago, 
was home to five ANA employees; today it houses 
more than 70 staff members who look forward to 
their new offices and the chance to better serve all 
ANA members. 

Association members who have visited the ''old" 

ANA library will be particularly impressed with the 
expanded library facilities.

"never." The seller wishes you to rush into a buy and not give you the time for com- 
plete investigation. When you do study these offers, you will very likely say "never." 
Speak to your clubs against these pressure sales organizations. Visit the editors of 
the newspapers that carry these advertisements and alert them as to how such ap- 
peals can deceive the uninformed public. 

I will attend the ANA Summer Seminar at Penn State June 20-25, 1982. On June 
26 1 will speak at the Garden State Numismatic Association Convention in Cherry 
Hill, New Jersey. I look forward to meeting many of you at these events. 

It is my pleasure to officially announce that the 91st Anniversary Convention of 
the American Numismatic Association will be held August 17-22, 1982, at the 
Sheraton-Boston Hotel in Boston, Massachusetts. General Chairman Eliott Goldberg 
and his appointed committees have been earnestly preparing for two years to ensure 
that this will be the best ANA convention that you have ever attended.

A NEW U.S. 


■ I enjoyed the proposals regarding a new coinage system published in the recent 
issues of The Numismatist. 

I believe that worldwide, most coinage systems are based on denominations in 
multiples of 1, 2, 5 or 1, 2.5, 5. The number of coin values needed, and therefore, 
the number of actual coins needed would be reduced without sacrificing flexibility, 
by using denominations in multiples of 1 and 3 only. 

This denominational system could also be applied to paper money. Undoubtedly, 
it would cause some confusion over a number of years, but on the other hand it 
would reduce the cost of coinage and paper money printing and also the thickness 
of our purses and billfolds.

■ In a recent issue of The Numismatist there was a request for comments and opinions 
or reactions lo the proposal for the new U S. Coinage System outlined by Kirk 
Hillman in the October 1981 issue. In response to this request 52 members of the 
Louisville, Kentucky Coin Club took part in a survey asking their opinions about 
38 statements relating to changes in our U.S. coinage system. The results, tabulated 
on a percentage basis, appear in the accompanying table. 

Other coin clubs may also wish to conduct such a survey of their own members 
to see how the result compares with ours. It provides an interesting program for 
a meeting and stimulates a lot of interest. Notice that there were only five statements 
on which 80 percent or more people agreed. These include an agreement that some 
kind of change is needed in our coin system, each coin should have a metal content 
that is of more value than any coin of a lower denomination, we should have at 
least one silver coin, all coins should have mint marks, and ''In God We Tmst" should 
appear on most coins.

Old Mint Retains 
Best Collection 

San Francisco Mint 
Public Administrator Olga 
Melko indicated that the 
C. L. Best collection of 
gold nuggets will remain 
on display at the San 
Francisco Old Mint for at 
least one more year. 
Comprised of 159 gold 
nuggets worth $324,615 on 
today's market, the 
collection has been on loan 
from Sierra County, 
California, since 1974. The 
loan is reviewed each year 
and recently was renewed 
until April 1983. The 
collection was purchased 
by Sierra County in 1954 
from the estate of gold 
miner C. L. Best for 
$32,013, and features 
1,005 ounces of gold 
nuggets mined between 
1937 and 1942 at the Ruby 
Drift Mine. 

The collection became 
the subject of controversy 
when officials of Sierra 
County considered selling 
the gold to alleviate the 
county's $150,000 budget 
deficit. A grand jury, 
formed to investigate the 
proposed sale of the 
collection, recommended 
that county officials 
consider moving the nugget 
collection to the newly 
restored state capital in 
Sacramento, where the 
collection could be 
displayed with hopes of 
gaining exhibition revenues 
for the county. Cristando 
House, Inc., a Fresno-based 
consulting firm hired by 
the grand jury, indicated 
that the county could earn 
a minimum of $204,000 
per year in interest on the 
proceeds from the sale of 
the gold, and recommended 
that the county sell the 


collection. Sierra County 
Supervisor George Filippini, 
however, expressed the 
belief that many of the 
county's residents would 
resist sale of the collection 
because of the sentimental 
value the collection has for 
local residents. Regardless 
of the outcome of the 
controversy, the collection 
will remain on display at 
the San Francisco Old Mint 
until April 1983. 

Adelphi Solicits 
Seminar Interest 

Adelphi University's 
Institute of Numismatic and 
Philatelic Studies plans to 
expand its off-campus 
seminars in Rare Coin 
Grading and Authenticating 
to other cities in the U.S. The 
seminars continue to prove 
their widespread appeal to 
dealers, collectors and 
investors alike by their 
outstanding attendance. 

"The Institute of 
Numismatic and Philatelic 
Studies is willing to travel 
the length and breadth of the 
U.S. to bring its high quality 
course in Rare Coin Grading 
and Authenticating to the 
students provided there is a 
reasonable interest at these 
locations," Gloria Green, 
director of the Institute, 
noted. "We are currently in 
the serious planning stages of 
mapping out other seminar 
locations for the year 1982 
and 1983 and invite the 
serious student of 
numismatics to let us know 
of their interest in 
participating in such a 
program." 

Future seminars are 
currently scheduled for the 
Illinois Institute of 
Technology in Chicago from 
June 3-5, University of 
Nevada in Reno from June 


17-19, and Boston University 
in Boston from August 12-14.

Redemption Program 
Transferred to 
Philadelphia Mint 

Director of the U.S. 

Mint, Donna Pope,has 
announced that the 
function of redeeming 
uncurrent and mutilated 
coins is in the process of 
being transferred from the 
U.S. Assay Office in New 
York City to the U.S. Mint 
facility in Philadelphia. 

Treasury regulations 
governing redemption 
policies and methods are 
presently undergoing 
revision and are expected 
to be published in the 
Federal Register within the 
next 45 days. Persons 
wishing to redeem 
mutilated coins during the 
transition period may 
transmit them to the 
Superintendent of the U.S. 
Mint, Philadelphia, PA 
19106. Until the program 
becomes fully operational, 
delays of several months in 
redemption may be 
expected. 

The Mint defines 
mutilated coins as those 
that have been subjected to 
fires or other physical 
damage; uncurrent coins 
are those too worn to be of 
service. In accordance with 
existing regulations, 
uncurrent coins will 
continue to be redeemed 
by Federal Reserve banks.

Christie's ''Vattemare" 
Sale Brings Record 
Prices 

The $5, $10 and $20 
demand note proofs of 
1861, commonly known as 
"greenbacks," sold for a 
total of $21,000 at 
Christie's April 2, 1982 
auction of U.S. Proof and 
specimen paper money 
from Alexandre Vattemare 
presentation albums. Each 
note sold for $5,000, $7,000 
and $9,000, respectively. 

The sale comprised the 
first portion of Proof and 
specimen p *per money 
from four presentation 
albums given to Alexandre 
Vattemare mure than a 
century ago by the 
engraving firm of Rawdon, 
Wright and Hatch. The 
four albums only recently 
came to light and have 
since attracted the 
attention of paper money 
authorities seeking 
verification of several 
previously unrecorded 
notes. In addition to these 
important rarities are a 
large group of obsolete 
currency proofs and smaller 
portions of Colonial paper 
money. 

The April auction, which 
is part one of the 
Vattemare sales, began 
with a beautiful specimen 
of the $50,000 bond for the 
Act of July 21, 1841. 
Estimated at $750, it was 
sold to a telephone bidder 
for $1,100. Specimen bonds 
for the Act of April 15, 

1842, brought a total of 
$2,725, the highest price 
being $750 for the $10,000 
denomination. The Act of 
January 28, 1847 specimen 
bonds did very well, with 
top prices of $1,500 for the 
$2,000 bond, $1,300 for the 
$5,000 bond, and $2,200 for 
the $10,000 bond. 

Competition for interest- 


bearing treasury note 
specimens was intense, 
resulting in extremely high 
prices throughout. Twelve 
notes from the Acts of 
October 12, 1837, and July 
22, 1846, brought a total 
figure of $25,950. 
Highlighting these were 
the $5,000 and $10,000 
denominations, bringing 
$5,500 and $3,800 
respectively. An important 
discovery note from the 
Act of December 17, 1860, 


fetched $9,000 after very 
spirited bidding. The notes 
for the Act of March 2, 
1861, (sixty days) sold for a 
total of $16,000, of which 
$7,000 was paid for the 
$500 note. 

Proofs of obsolete 
currency brought high 
prices, reflecting the keen 
interest in this field and 
the very unusual nature of 
the Vattemare material. Of 
special interest and 
demand were the bi-color 


Unique Connecticut Copper Discovered 



A hitherto unknown die combination of the 33-Z 
type of Connecticut copper was discovered by Jesse 
Patrick of Santa Rosa, California, when routinely 
attributing some coin show purchases. The unique 
coin combines the obverse of 33.12 in the Miller 
classification with his reverse Z.IO. 

This unique die combination or variety had been 
unknown to collectors for the 120-plus years that 
collectors have been attributing these early numis- 
matic products of the state of Connecticut. It was 
about 120 years ago (1859 to be exact) that Dr. M.W. 
Dickeson first published a die variety classification 
system in his American Numismatical Manual. The 
coin was unknown to Henry Clay Miller who wrote 
the extremely thorough standard reference to the series 
titled The State Coinage of Connecticut, published in 
1919 as part of the American Journal of Numismatics. 

The new coin shows late state obverse and reverse 
dies. Obverse breaks are above and to left of E and 
from under bust to rim. The reverse die shows breaks 
and bulges from rim through L to upper and lower 
slash ends and from globe through knee towards E of 
INDE. It appears that the coin was struck immediately 
prior to Miller 44-Z.lO. The coin grades good to very 
good condition and was examined by Walter Breen, 
who verified the discovery. 

The discovery of this new variety just goes to show 
that patience and diligence still pay off with exciting 
rewards, even in the well-explored areas of American 
numismatics. 
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and odd-denomination 
notes. 

Three notes from the 
Bank of Bainbridge — $1, 
$2, and $10, all in color — 
sold for $1,000. Six Bowery 
Bank notes fetched $1,200 
as a lot. A desirable group 
of nine Chemical Bank 
notes, including $300 and 
$500 denominations, was 
opened to the floor at $600 
and knocked down at 
$4,500 after intense floor 
action. 

A pair of $500 and 
$1,000 notes, along with a 
blank denomination note, 
all from the Farmer's Bank 
of Seneca County in 
Romulus, N.Y., sold as a 
lot for $1,200. A group of 
four Iron Bank notes, 
including the $3 
denomination, sold for 
$1,350. Seven Union Bank 
in New London notes, 
including $3 and $50 
denominations, brought 
$2,200. A pair of $50 and 
$100 notes from the Belfast 
Mining Co. of Dahlonega, 
Georgia, opened at $280 
and sold for $3,000. 

The total realization for 
Vattemare Part One was 
$134,215, with 100 percent 
of the lots sold, all of 
which went to floor 
bidders. Scott R. Trepel, 
spokesman for Christie's, 
commented, "Of course we 
are extremely pleased with 
the results of this initial 
Vattemare sale, but apart 
from the prices realized it 
is very exciting and 
gratifying for Christie's to 
be a part of the provenance 
of this magnificient paper 
money collection."

W HEN THERE ARE 
gaps in any histor- 
ical record, the ten- 
dency is to fill them 
with generalities and stereotypes. 
Anglo-Saxon England, with its 
relatively scant archeological find- 
ings, is the perfect target for such 
generalization. Many students and 
even respected scholars are still 
looking for that archetypal medieval 
state~the one with the lords, serfs, 
barter, rural happiness, and an occa- 
sional gallant war. Of course, most 


are aware that no such state ever ex- 
isted, but even today some of those 
who write on Anglo-Saxon England 
slip back into the realm of the 
stereotypical Middle Ages. One can 
still find popular textbooks stating 
that Anglo-Saxon England had no 
towns, and narratives which com- 
pletely ignore the possibility of trade. 
As one gets to more specific matters, 
there is even less evidence, greater 
dispute, and consequently an increas- 
ing reliance upon stereotype. 

One such area of dispute that has 
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been confronted by many prominent 
historians, economists, and numis- 
matists is the volume of Anglo-Saxon 
coinage issued during the tenth and 
eleventh centuries. Some say the 
Anglo-Saxons issued great quantities 
of coins, others say that only a small 
number of coins were minted, and 
most avoid the issue entirely. Numis- 
matists have been known to devote 
hundreds of pages to discussing die- 
varieties, weights and alloys without 
ever attempting to estimate volume, 
and most economists and historians 


manage to avoid the subject just as 
deftly. Yet in determining the quan- 
tity of Anglo-Saxon coins, one could 
quite possibly help solve many of the 
mysteries surrounding our under- 
standing of Anglo-Saxon economy, 
politics and social organization. The 
problem is that scholars tend to con- 
centrate on their special areas, while 
the evidence needed to draw a 
reasonable conclusion is scattered 
over a wide spectrum of numismatic, 
economic and historical writing. A 
systematic approach to determining 
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the quantity of coins minted in late 
Anglo-Saxon England by examining 
all facets of that society reveals that 
there was indeed a high volume of 
coinage in use. 

I N ANY CRITICAL STUDY THE 
first problem encountered is the 
definition of terms being used, in this 
case a clarification of what is meant 
by a large quantity of coins. Most 
scholars willing to make an estimate 
agree that the population of middle 
and late Anglo-Saxon England was be- 
tween one and two million. Keeping 
the population in mind, we then turn 
to the long-running debate between 
Michael Metcalf and Philip Grierson 
contained in a series of articles in the 
Economic History Review and 
Numismatic Circular. Their 
arguments, which for the most part 
concern the extent of Of fa's coinage, 
are based on a complex die analysis 
estimate. The purpose of this paper 
is not to take a position on the 
volume of Of fa's coinage, for the 
arguments are quite complex, and 
this author is unqualified in such 
matters. However, the quantity 
statistics of Metcalf and Grierson can 
be applied to the later Anglo-Saxon 
period being discussed here. Metcalf, 
who believes in an extensive coinage 
under Offa, estimates ten to thirty 
million pennies were in circulation. 
Grierson believes in a relatively small 
coinage of less than a million. The 
population estimate for Offa's reign 
is 1,200,000, only slightly less than 
the population of the tenth and 
eleventh centuries. Thus, the "large" 
and "small" quantity figures of Met- 
calf and Grierson, if reliably 
calculated, could be relevant to the 
later period being discussed here. It 
must be added that the word "penny" 
is psychologically misleading, for five 
pennies in late Anglo-Saxon England 
could buy a healthy sheep. Keeping 
these figures in mind, it would seem 
that the existence of one to two 
million coins for a population of 
about half a million adult males

would support a theory that the late 
Anglo-Saxon coinage was small and 
that its use was limited to an elite 
ruling class. However, a figure of fif- 
teen million coins or more would cer- 
tainly be considered large enough to 
have made coins a part of everyday 
life in a country of high economic 
sophistication. 

One of the few pieces of evidence 
that directly supports the theory of 
large-scale coinage is the series of 
Danegeld figures in the Anglo-Saxon 
Chronicle. Many historians find 
these figures laughable. Indeed, if the 
society had neither the capacity nor 
the necessity for large-scale coinage, 
one could easily dismiss the 
Danegeld figures as exaggerations on 
the part of some misinformed 
chronicler. However, if it can be 
proven that Anglo-Saxon England 
had both the capacity and the 
necessity for extensive coin produc- 
tion, even the thinnest thread of 
evidence for a great number of coins 
takes on new significance. 

HAT ANGLO-SAXON ENGLAND 
l|^had the capacity to produce 
coinage in large volume is not dif- 
ficult to prove. One of the questions 
raised by skeptics of high-volume 
coinage relates to bullion supplies. 
George C. Brooke in English Coins 
notes that "Six tribute payments 
amounted to 155,000 lbs. of silver,"^ 
a seemingly huge quantity. In deter- 
mining whether enough bullion ex- 
isted, however, one must remember 
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The Anglo-Saxon Chronicle, entries for 877 and the first part of 878. 


that the Anglo-Saxons had not started 
from zero. Rome had provided Britain 
with an extensive supply of coins for 
a fairly large population. In fact, Shep- 
pard Frere notes that ‘\ . .the popula- 
tion (of Great Britain) must have been 
considerably reduced during the im- 
mediately post-Roman centuries," 
and that "by the time of the Norman 
conquest the optimum Romano- 
British level was once again in 
sight. When the Romans were ex- 
pelled from Britain in the fifth cen- 
tury, they had little opportunity to 
take their silver with them. Frere 
shows that in the virtual anarchy that 
followed the Roman evacuation, 
population and coin circulation 
declined. Non-circulating bullion and 
coins were probably buried. While 
rural areas hoarded circulating 
coinage, cities continued using 
Roman coins, as Brooke notes: "In 
some places, such as Richborough 
and Caerwent, Roman civilization re- 
mained, and . . . Roman coins re- 
mained in currency."^ Since trade had 
declined, there was no way that the 
coinage of Roman Britain, made for 
a much larger population, could have 
left the country. All bullion was 


buried, hoarded, or exchanged in 
circulation. 

As Britain became more stable in 
the late sixth and early seventh cen- 
turies, the need for coinage arose and 
was satisfied with the issue of the 
"sceat." According to Brooke, "The 
word sceat means treasure, and it was 
not an unsuitable term to apply to 
Roman coins of which their main 
source of supply was probably their 
discovery in the soil."^ Thus, large 
quantities of the buried Roman 
bullion must have been found, for the 
whole "sceat" issue was based upon 
these finds. Furthermore, the silver 
which remained in circulation was 
often melted down and restmck as is 
proven by numerous "barbarous im- 
itations" of late Roman coinage. 
Thus, a coinage far larger than was 
necessary during Anglo-Saxon times 
had existed in England during Roman 
times, and this surviving bullion un- 
doubtedly became the basis for the 
newly emerging Anglo-Saxon 
coinage. 

Of course, this is not to suggest 
that Roman bullion was the basis for 
all Anglo-Saxon coinage. Certainly, 
great quantities of silver were lost. 
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and as England became more unified 
the treasure sceat was no longer 
nearly enough to satisfy the silver 
coinage needs of England. Roman 
bullion was merely a starting point. 
However, there are two other ways 
silver could have been obtained in 
Anglo-Saxon England. As one moves 
into the later Anglo-Saxon period 
being discussed, these two methods, 
mining and overvaluation, become 
the most important. 

In his book English Industries of 
the Middle Ages, L.F. Salzmann 
speaks of English lead mining and 
adds that there were ''large quantities 
of silver being obtained from this 
source during the medieval period."^ 
It seems that silver was a by-product 
of England's prosperous lead industry. 
The Derbyshire mines during the 
time of Edward the Confessor were 
so prosperous that they could pay a 
rent of five wainloads of lead plus 
thirty pounds cash (7200 pennies 
worth of silver in rent alone). The 
silver produced by the extensive 
English mining system supplemented 
existing supplies. 

The final and crucial factor that 
brought silver into tenth and 
eleventh century England was over- 
valuation. H.B.A. Petersson has made 
an extensive study of the weight and 
silver content of late Anglo-Saxon 
coinage. The startling fact revealed in 


his book Anglo-Saxon Currency is 
that "There can be only one conclu- 
sion: the late Anglo-Saxon penny was 
a charged coin, overvalued in relation 
to its metal content by 33.3 percent. 
The conclusion is evident for the en- 
tire period between King Edgar's 
monetary reform and the Norman 
Conquest."^ Bullion was thus 
brought into England when the 
English bought with overvalued cur- 
rency goods from the Danes and the 
French who in turn bought British 
goods with currency worth its face 
value. This imbalance of bullion 
value versus value obviously favored 
the coffers of England. 

Of OME SCHOLARS DOUBT THAT 
gc) Anglo-Saxon England had the 
capacity for large-scale coinage not on 
the basis of silver bullion supply but 
on the assumption that the royal 
authority necessary for massive coin 
production did not exist. To dissuade 
such skeptics one need only continue 
reading Petersson's description of 
overvaluation: "A supposition that 
the value of the Anglo-Saxon penny 
did not depend on its intrinsic worth 
but on the word of the king is 
without doubt explained by this."^ 
What Petersson cautiously describes 
as evidence for the "supposition" of 
fiat money, the king described a little 
more confidently: "Let one money

pass throughout the king's domin- 
ion, and that let no man refuse."® 
After the Anglo-Saxons, it was more 
than five hundred years before any 
European king had enough authority 
to maintain an issue despite its 
silver content. 

Further evidence for strong royal 
authority can be obtained by examin- 
ing the monetary reform of Edgar 
alluded to by Petersson. According to 
the Cambridge Economic History: 

In 973 Edgar tightened royal control of 
the coinage still further by ordering 
that every six years the complete 
coinage was to be reminted and the 
previous issue demonitized. This 
remarkable policy was actually put 
into execution, and during the reign of 
Edward the Confessor the lifetime of 
a coinage was reduced to three years. 
The contrast with the continent where 
an immobilized type might be issued 
with greater and greater degeneration 
for three centuries, is astonishing. . . 
These recoinages implied a very con- 
siderable measure of royal authority.^ 

If, then, England had both the 
bullion supply and the royal author- 
ity needed for large-scale coinage, the 
only other factor of any concern in 
establishing capacity is whether the 
actual mint system was large enough 
to reproduce coinage on a grand scale. 
Simple examination of mintmarks on 
surviving coins proves beyond doubt 
that there were enough mints to pro- 
duce many millions of coins. Ac- 
cording to D.M. Metcalf and Michael 
Dolley, "It is a matter of fact that

something between twenty-five and 
say thirty-five mints had been at 
work in the years before Edgar's 
reform, and that by the end of the 
tenth century their number had been 
increased to seventy."^® The argu- 
ment becomes even more interesting 
when Dolley and Metcalf map Anglo- 
Saxon mints. It seems that an at- 
tempt was made to be sure that no 
one was more than fifteen miles from 
a mint. Also, there is evidence that 
during some periods dies for all 
mints were cut at a large central 
workshop located in London,** fur- 
ther proving the well-organized and 
well-planned nature of the Anglo- 
Saxon coinage system. 

Now one must move cautiously 
into production statistics. Estimates 
for the total number of coins capable 
of being produced by a single pair of 
dies range from 5,000 to 25,000. 
Statistics can be extrapolated from 
Craig's The Mint, indicating that in 
the twelfth century an engraver could 
easily make a pair of dies in two days; 
there is no reason on the basis of 
quality and workmanship to suppose 
that an Anglo-Saxon engraver would

take a different length of time. 
Taking a figure of 10,000 coins as the 
median possible output of a die, if the 
average mint had only twenty die 
pairs per year, an annual Anglo-Saxon 
coinage of fourteen million would be 
possible. It would take only eight 
men cutting dies to produce enough 
for forty to fifty million coins in the 
shortest coinage issues of three years. 
These statistics are rough but conser- 
vative. Going one step further, one 
could reasonably say that the mint 
system of Anglo-Saxon England, with 
only twenty die engravers, had the 
capacity to produce eighty million 
coins or more in an issue — and 
would have if the king had so desired. 
Even in the highly unlikely event 
that the statistics compiled by these

scholars are extremely high, a small 
group of engravers employed by the 
complex Anglo-Saxon mint system 
could have easily produced the 
number of dies needed to mint the fif- 
teen million circulating coins defined 
as being "a great volume." 

One must note that it is very dif- 
ficult to rely on statistics in proving 
theories relating to the Middle Ages. 
For this reason prior attempts have 
been made to show capacity for large- 
scale coinage on the basis of non- 
statistical evidence. However, 
general statistical trends are of great 
value. These statistics must be 
viewed as supplementary and strong- 
ly confirming evidence of the thesis 
proposed. To echo the words of a 
king: Anglo-Saxon England had the 
capacity for large-scale coinage, and 
that let no man deny — or at least let 
him have an awfully good argument 
to the contrary. 
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|r ATE ANGLO-SAXON ENGLAND, 
JlXthen, had the capacity for large- 
scale coinage. However, just because 
a country had the capacity to do 
something does not prove that it was 
done. It must now be shown that 
Anglo-Saxon England in the tenth 
and eleventh centuries had the need 
to put its vast coinage resources and 
facilities into full-scale operation. To 
prove that large-scale coinage was 
necessary, one must examine the 
established social infrastructures that 
involved some form of monetary pay- 
ment — payment that may or may 
not have been made in coin. Ex- 
amination of common law, taxation, 
the military, and trade in late 
Anglo-Saxon England reveals just 
such a necessity. 

The Anglo-Saxon laws were an ex- 
tremely practical code of graduated 
fines. There seems to have been 
enough royal authority to enforce 
them, for most kings added new laws, 
a practice that would not have oc- 
curred had they not been part of a 
practical working system. Another 
indication of the effectiveness of the 
Anglo-Saxon laws is that they were 
often incorporated into later law 
codes. However, the only part of the 
Anglo-Saxon law process of concern 
here is the fine. The laws of King 
Alfred (871-899) state that, 'Tf a 
thumbnail be tom off, let reparation 
be made with III shillings." This fine, 
thirty-six pennies, is for a relatively 
minor crime. Regarding more serious 
crimes: "If a man's arm with the 
hand, be entirely cut off before the 
elbow, let reparation be made for it 
LXXX shillings." Undoubtedly the 
fines were meant to be harsh, or the 
laws would be meaningless. Of 
course, if the fines were so high that 
no one could pay them, they would 
be equally meaningless. 

The meticulous assessment of 
these fines certainly suggests that 
enough money was around at least to 
pay for the minor infractions. Indeed, 
the practical results of law enforce- 
ment can be seen in many surviving 


merchants' documents. Minor infrac- 
tions required twelve to sixty pen- 
nies, a stiff but not impossible 
penalty if there were many millions 
of coins in circulation. The sug- 
gestion that the laws were strictly for 
the upper classes does not hold in 
light of the "street life" nature of so 
many laws. It is possible that 
sometimes an overlord would pay the 
fine of one of his subordinates, but 
there is no evidence that this was the 
usual practice. Even so, the mere fact 
that a fine would be paid when 
anyone rich or poor committed a 
crime shows a necessity for a large 
volume of coinage. 

^TAXATION IN ANGLO-SAXON 
England was based on the hide. 
The hidage system and the taxation 
system were equally complicated, 
but extensive research by men such 
as C. Warren Mollister shows that 
there was a correlation between the 
hide and taxation. Hides were taxed 
in numerous ways. All that can be 
said for certain of taxation with 
regard to coinage volume is that there 
were so many hides and so many 
taxes that there must have been a 
great necessity for large-scale coinage. 

The taxes were often used for 
military purposes, and here the 
arguments become more specific. In 
fact, examination of military taxes 
and payments shows not only a 
necessity for large-scale coinage but 
makes it difficult to deny that such 
coinage actually existed. One policy 
of Anglo-Saxon civilization that 
would have necessitated a greater 
availability of coinage than most con- 
temporary societies was the hiring of 
mercenaries. According to Hollister, 
"Mercenaries were important to the 
military structures of both [Anglo- 
Saxon and Anglo-Norman] societies 
when they were relatively rare 
elsewhere in Europe." He continues; 

There were four separate methods of 
raising money for military purposes: (1) 
the land tax or danegeld; (2) special 
taxes assessed on particular towns for

the purpose of paying wages to 
mercenaries; (3| the fyrdwite or fine for 
non-performance of the fyrd obligation; 
(4) commutation payments which cer- 
tain towns were allowed to render in 
lieu of personal service. 

The special town tax seems to have 
been very effective, and the town of 
Colchester is a good example. Col- 
chester was economically important 
in Roman Britain and equally impor- 
tant in the years after the Norman 
conquest. However, during the 
Anglo-Saxon period Colchester seems 
to have dropped in status. Well- 
substantiated theories have suggested 
that all cities of any importance were 
permitted to mint coins, but Col- 
chester, one of the last of the more 
than seventy Anglo-Saxon towns to 
open a mint, was probably not per- 
mitted to mint coins until around the 
year 1000. Yet Hollister notes that 
the town's military tax was assessed 
at 6 pence per household for those 
that could pay, and this tax raised 
15. 5s. 3d. Thus 610 households in a 
no-more-than-average mint town paid 
this tax.^^ Assuming that this figure 
is average for a mint town (though

many if not most could raise far 
more), and multiplying it by seventy 
mints and four people per household, 
one finds that 170,000 people in mint 
towns alone could meet this tax re- 
quirement. Of course, there were also 
hundreds of small tax-paying towns 
that had no mint, which, if taken into 
account, could easily double the 
number of people who could afford to 
pay their taxes. It must be empha- 
sized that this was one of many taxes 
a town might have to pay, and it is 
likely that hundreds of thousands of 
people could pay it. A large-scale 
coinage was absolutely necessary for 
these people to pay their taxes, and 
statistical evidence, fragmentary as it 
is, indicates that large-scale coinage 
did exist. 
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The fyrdwite fine gives further 
evidence that Anglo-Saxon England 
needed and did, in fact, have a large 
scale coinage. Obviously, the fine for 
not serving in the military, £20, was 
only paid by the rich, that very class 
of people for whom many feel the en- 
tire coinage system was created. This 
gives one a kind of economic scale. 
If the poor man could spare six pen- 
nies (more than the price of a sheep) 
and the rich man could pay up to 
4800 pennies, one cannot help con- 
cluding that there was a highly 
developed economy with a high 
volume of coinage in circulation. 

Little is known about the com- 
mutation tax; however, the Danegeld 
tax is very well-known. Though 
many laugh at the statistics of the 
Anglo-Saxon Chronicle, there is a bit 
of evidence which may quell their 
laughter. Hollister's research indi- 
cates that the Danegeld or land tax 
was assessed at two shillings per hide 
and that after the year 1012 the land 
tax was used for the payment of 
mercenaries. It seems that in the year 
991 there were approximately 60,000 
to 70,000 hides. The tribute to be paid 
that year was £10,000 or the 
equivalent of 2,400,000 silver pen- 
nies. The Danegeld tax at 2 shillings 
per hide would have gathered

1,700,000 silver pennies. The Danes 
should have been happy about re- 
ceiving 70 percent of their demand 
plus whatever the king added in 
bullion; nevertheless, they raised it a 
bit the next year, hoping to extort 
more money. After 1012, the Anglo- 
Saxons probably considered the de- 
mand of £48,000 impossible and 
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outrageous, and therefore the money 
went to paying mercenaries. Inter- 
estingly enough, by 1014 the tribute 
was reduced to £21,000, perhaps an 
attempt by the Danes to get the tax 
money given to them again? Then, in 
the following years of increased ag- 
gression, the tribute demands re- 
turned to high levels with half- 
hearted attempts at payment by the 
Anglo-Saxons. The Danegeld figures 
no longer seem so ridiculous. 

RADE IS THE FINAL AREA TO BE 
examined in proving the 
necessity of a large-scale coinage, but 
one must be very careful to avoid a 
circular argument in discussing trade 
and its relationship to coinage. Fre- 
quently extensive coinage is cited as 
evidence for trade, and trade is cited 
as evidence for extensive coinage, in 
effect cancelling each other out. To 
show a real necessity for extensive 
coinage one must find non-numis- 
matic evidence of trade; then, the 
numismatic evidence must be 
examined for consistency. F.M. Sten- 
ton provides some of the non-numis- 
matic evidence: 

It is probable that considerable volume 
of trade passed in this period between 
England and the Scandinavian coun- 
tries themselves. A well-known 
passage in the earliest life of St. Oswald 
states that in the writer's time, that is 
shortly after the year 1000, York was 
filled with the treasures of merchants 
chiefly of the Danish race who had 
come to the city from every quarter.'^ 

Bede further describes London as a 
prosperous trading town long before 
the year 1000. Numismatic evidence 
supports the view put forth in lit- 
erary sources. First, the aforemen- 
tioned policy of overvaluation would 
have been pointless had there not 
been a considerable volume of trade. 
Second, large Anglo-Saxon coin 
hoards that have been chronolog- 
ically proven not to be Danegeld 
payments have been found in Scan- 
dinavian countries. In fact, the in- 
credibly high quality of Scandinavian 
coins has led many numismatists to 


conclude that the Scandinavians ac- 
tually hired Anglo-Saxon engravers to 
cut dies for them. Third, nearly every 
mint was located at an ideal site for 
trade. Finally, H.R. Loyn in his 
article '"Boroughs and Mints" notes 
the numismatic evidence for inter- 
nal trade: 

Yet it is impossible that the amount 
of internal trade has been consistently 
underestimated. Iron and salt are the 
commonplaces of those who deal with 
pre-Norman England, but trade in cat- 
tle, seed and surplus, must also have 
involved many people, only a small 
proportion of whom, to be sure, would 
be professional merchants ... A coin 
hoard found at Shaftsbury consisted 
mostly of coins minted in the 
Danelaw, a fact which speaks of some 
inter-regional trade.*® 

Adding the evidence of internal trade 
to that provided by foreign trade, law, 
taxes and the military, it can be 
reasonably concluded that Anglo- 
Saxon England did need the large 
volume of coinage that it was capable 
of producing. 

H aving shown that anglo- 

Saxon England had both the 
capacity and the necessity for a large- 
scale coinage, one is only a short step 
from proving that such a coinage did 
indeed exist. To obtain that proof, a 
few pieces of evidence for large-scale 
coinage need be added, and a few 
lingering pieces of evidence to the 
contrary must be dispelled. 

For example, in their Economic 
History Review articles, Metcalf and 
Grierson devote brief passages to later 
Anglo-Saxon coinage. Even their 
complex die analyses are relatively 
close to agreeing when discussing 
these late Anglo-Saxon dies. Grierson 
is forced to admit that by the time 
Danegeld payments began, there 
could have been fifteen million coins 
in circulation. Metcalf claims that die 
analysis shows that there were a 
minimum of fifteen million coins in 
circulation, and because of certain 
statistical errors suggests that there 
could have been many millions more. 
Furthermore, the fact that some coins

show that dies were often used to 
their fullest extent suggests that 
many mints did produce 5,000 or 
more coins per die. 

Then, there is the argument sug- 
gesting that the Anglo-Saxons had a 
low volume of coinage based on the 
low survival rates of some issues. 
This argument, which has been used 
in calculating Merovingian and 
Carolingian coin quantities does not 
apply to Anglo-Saxon England. As has 
been shown, entire Anglo-Saxon 
issues were often demonetized, 
melted down and reminted, so that 
in some issues very few coins sur- 
vived even four years after they 
were struck. 

A final die-hard argument against 
high-volume coinage is that there 
were few coins until the Danegeld 
payments, then huge quantities of 
coin were minted and handed im- 
mediately over to the Danes. In other 
words, the circulation of coins in 
Anglo-Saxon England had been low 
before the tribute payments, and then 
the mints drastically stepped up pro- 
duction just to pay off fines and 
mercenaries. Of course this argument 
can be well-refuted on the precious 
evidence of trade, taxes and law, but 
one can even go one step further. 
Many civilizations have been con- 
fronted with the necessity for a 
drastic increase in coin production, 
and the results have always been the

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same: debasement and inflation. One 
need only study third century Rome 
or twentieth century United States 
for evidence of that. However, Anglo- 
Saxon coins retained their silver con- 
tent and value throughout the final 
crisis years. 

It seems much more likely that 
Anglo-Saxon England had gradually 
increased coin production from the 
eighth century on, and that by the 
tenth century a large volume of 
coinage was in circulation— reflect- 
ing high levels of economic, political 
and social development. Indeed, a 


figure of two or three million coins 
seems to be a gross error; over fifteen 
million seems probable, and there is 
nothing to suggest that as many as 
forty or fifty million was impossible. 
Thus, the speculation and pro- 
nouncements suggesting that the 
stereotypically primitive economy of 
the Middle Ages existed in Anglo- 
Saxon England appear to have no 
basis, and seekers of this visionary 
land will have to look elsewhere.

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M he production and presenta- 
tion of medals to commem- 
orate important affairs of state and 
diplomacy had become a well- 
established tradition among Old 
World sovereignties long before 
colonists sought to establish friendly 
relations with the native people of 
America. The concept of using the 
products of medallic art to serve as 
momentos of important exchanges 
between governments and their 
representatives was imported to the 
New World by such countries as 
Spain, France, and Great Britain, all 
of whom bestowed medals on 
American Indian groups during 
negotiations for land rights, furs or 
friendship. Colonial governments 
soon recognized that native peoples 
had become accustomed to receiving 
medals and expected nothing less 
from local officials. Throughout the 
19th century, the U.S. Mint assumed 
the task of striking a new ^'peace" 
medal for each successive presidential 
administration. Not until the last 
wild tribes were subdued in the 
American West did the use of such 
medals cease completely. Even today, 
restrikes of the Presidential series of 
Indian peace medals, as well as a 
replica of a British King George II 
peace medal, are among the popular 
numismatic items sold by the Mint. 

The earliest medals presented to 
American Indians were of two types. 
Those that were conferred on routine 
diplomatic occasions, to establish 
friendship, allocate gifts, or carry on 
trade, were most often copies of 
standard circular medals struck with 
a sovereign's head, titles and imperial 
arms, or some similar symbolic 
device. A scarcer category of medal is 
comprised of those that were hand- 
engraved on sheet metal planchets. 
Some of these presentation pieces 


were probably unique or were 
represented by only a few specimens. 
Others, such as the large peace 
medals of George Washington, were 
engraved as required over a span of 
several years. Some of the engraved 
medals were of a large oval format. 
Francis Prucha in his book Indian 
Peace Medals in American History, 
notes that the use of engraved oval 
medals seems to break tradition with 
European usage, since "[t)he European 
nations for the most part used round 
medals struck in traditional fashion 
from engraved dies. The United 
States in the early years of its 
existence, however, seemed unable to 
find artists or craftsmen to produce 
such medals." ‘ 

The engraved oval medals produced 
in the United States may also have 
been the result of an unwillingness to 
entail the trouble of having the 
medals produced abroad as well. Even 
the Spanish at least occasionally 
made use of hand-forged presentation 
pieces, although of a circular shape. 

One of the earliest apparently 
authentic examples of an American 
medal prepared especially for 
presentation to native leaders is in 
the collection of the Museum of the 
American Indian at the Heye 
Foundation in New York City. This 
medal, an engraved sheet brass disc, 
pertains to King Philip's War 
(1675-1676), the first bitter conflict 
between the Indians and colonists in 
New England. It was discovered in a 
St. Louis antique shop in 1961 by the 
museum's then-director. Dr. Frederick 
Dockstader. 

The ovoid plaque measures 10cm 
by 15cm and is 1mm thick. The 
medal appears to have been 
suspended from a thong or ribbon 
that once passed through the much- 
elongated hole near the top edge of

the piece. Both 
faces have been en- 
graved by hand. The obverse 
features an unrefined representation 
of a native female clad only in a 
feather skirt. She grips a reverse- 
curve bow in her left hand and a 
large barbed arrow, pointing 
downward, in her right. The 
landscape beneath her feet is 
suggested by a small patch of ground. 


from which 
have sprouted three 
dwarfed deciduous trees and some 
other blades of vegetation. The 
medal's central field is enclosed by 
three concentric bands of engraved 
geometric motifs, each about 5mm in 
width. The reverse side of the medal 
is inscribed; "At A/COUNCIL, /Held 
at Charlestown, June the 20th, 1676./ 
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In the present 
Warr with/the Heathen 
Natives of this Land, /they giving us 
peace and mercy/at there hands/ 
Edward Rawson." 

The source of the medal's major 
design is traced as far back as the 
earliest form of the Massachusetts 
colonial seal. The "Seal of the 
Governor and Company of

Bay in New England" 
was authorized on March 4, 1629, 
and was engraved on an embossing 
device during the following month by 
Richard Trott, a London silversmith. 
This seal was used by successive 
governors for impressing official 
documents until 1675, when a new 
device, incorporating some minor 
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Version of Massachusetts Bay Colony 
seal as printed on 1672 broadside. 


(and probably random) stylistic 
variation, was prepared for Governor 
John Leverett.2 The present medal 
has more in common with the design 
of the original hand seal of 1629 than 
with its successor, but it even more 
closely resembles a printed version of 
the 1629 seal that headed the official 
broadsides printed by Samuel Green 
of Cambridge in 1672 and for some 
years thereafter. The printer's cut, 
probably engraved on metal in 
England, was, like the 1675 hand 
seal, only a generalized copy of the 
1629 device. Nevertheless, the 
printed seal shares some important 
design details with the 1676 medal, 
including the use of a female figure, a 
reverse-curve bow, and three tiny 
deciduous trees on a small plot of 
ground.^ In these essentials, the 
medal is closer to Green's printed 
seal than to any of the other forms, 
and we may speculate that the 
medal's engraver may have worked 
from this printed version. 

The few important differences that 
may be noted between the 1672 
printer's cut and the 1676 medal 


seem to reflect the intended use of 
the medal as an Indian presentation 
piece during an era of mutual 
hostility. For example, the motto 
SIGILLVM:GVB:ET:SOCIET:DE: 
MATTACHVSETS:BAY:IN:NOVA: 
ANGLIA that occupied the central 
border design of the seals and 
printer's cut has been replaced on the 
medal by a wavy line and dot motif. 
The banner or voice script above the 
Indian's head, displaying the words, 
"Come over and help us," has been 
eliminated altogether. Probably less 
significant are the differences in 
facial features, body proportions and 
dress, as well as the treatment of the 
border decorations. Variations of this 
kind would be expected since the 
medal was individually engraved. 

Unfortunately, the medal's 
documentation is not adequate to 
indicate either the precise 
circumstances under which it was 
prepared or to whom it might have 
been presented. A search of the 
Massachusetts Archives, including 
official Council records, 
proclamations and available 
correspondence, disclosed no mention 
of the medal. The most likely source 
for details of this sort might have 
been the notes kept by the Council's 
secretary, Edward Rawson, during the 
meetings of 1676, but these records 
apparently were not preserved. 

A review of historical events in the 
spring of 1676 leads to the suggestion 
that the medal was intended for 
Wannalancet, a neutral Pennacook 
Indian leader whose tribe had been 
wrongfully attacked by the whites in 
September of the preceding year. 

Eager to assure Wannalancet's 
continued non-belligerance after this 
injury, officials of Massachusetts Bay 
Colony immediately began a 
concerted effort to regain his 
confidence. After months of coyly 
avoiding all overtures, Wannalancet 
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Engraved oval peace medal of 
George Washington, 1792. 


at last emerged from the New 
Hampshire forests in mid-June of 
1676, bearing with him several 
English captives to announce his 
friendly intentions. For the next two 
weeks, Wannalancet met with an 
English ''Committee for Treating 
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with the Indians" to hammer out a 
new alliance. During this process 
Wannalancet's earlier forebearance 
was acknowledged, a contemporary 
account noting that "the Council 
hath sent him some Presents by Way 
of Gratuity.""^ It is most probable 
that the medal was presented at this 
time, or was at least authorized for 
later presentation. 

A comparison between this medal 
and the first Indian peace medals 
issued under authority of the Federal 
Government reveals some interesting 
similarities in shape, size, technique, 
and at least one design detail. In the 
administration of George Washington, 
the most common style of 
presentation medal was a large oval 
of sheet silver, individually engraved 
with a male Indian figure in feathered 
headdress and feathered skirt, shown 
as he accepts a peace pipe from a 
uniformed President Washington. The 
reverse of these medals displayed the 
coat-of-arms of the United States. 

The medals were prepared in three 
sizes, the middle corresponding to 
the dimensions of the 1676 medal. Is 


it impossible that a copy of the 1676 
medal (or of another medal of this 
type) could have inspired this later 
form? 

Thomas Jefferson recognized the 
practice of presenting medals to the 
Indians as an "ancient custom from 
time immemorial. Incidentally, it 
was Jefferson's image that first 
appeared on the familiar U.S. peace 
medals, copies of which were carried 
westward by Lewis and Clark for 
presentation to leaders of the various 
tribes they encountered along the 
Missouri and Columbia Rivers. After 
Jefferson's time, circular peace 
medals continued to be made in three 
standard sizes (76, 62, and 51mm) 
until the Hayes administration, when 
the oval form was re-introduced. Oval 
medals for Indian presentation were 
subsequently struck for Presidents 
Garfield, Arthur and Cleveland in a 
60 by 70mm size. Another round 
medal of 76mm was designed and 
struck for use during the Harrison 
administration, but the last medals to 
be formally presented to the Indians 
were the oval Cleveland medals 
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conferred near the end of his second 
term, in 1896. Fittingly, even the last 
of the Indian peace medals share 
some features in common with one 
of the earliest examples of this 
medallic tradition, a tradition which 
has left today's collector with a 
lasting record of the white man's 
diplomatic method of subduing 
America's native people.

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T he Norse-American Centen- 
nial medals ui 1925 arc a 
source of puzzlement for many 
U.S. commemorative collec- 
tors. While specimens of the issue are 
frequently offered for sale along with 
U.S. commemoratives, the medal isn't 
listed in U.S. commemorative 
references. As the author of The En- 
cyclopedia of United States Silver and 
Gold Commemoratives, I have receiv- 
ed hundreds of inquiries about the 
"Norse thick and thins." "Where can I 
find more information on the subject? 
What kind of an investment are they? 
Why is there so little information 
available about them?" To answer these 
inquiries was no simple task, but after 
dozens of phone calls, several plane 
trips, much separation of human fact 
from fiction and two months of concen- 
trated research, I am pleased to present 
here the little-known story surrounding 
the issuance of this famed 
commemorative. 

The moving force behind the Norse- 
American commemorative was a proud 
individual of Norse descent who wanted 
to contribute to the preservation of his 
Norse heritage by commemorating the 
Norse-American centennial celebration. 
As a member of the Coin, Weights and 
Measures Committee, Congressman 
O.J. Kvale (7th District, Minneapolis) 
had a dream that he could help bring 


about the issuance of a special medal 
and postage stamp to honor the Norse- 
American people. 

On February 3, 1925, accompanied by 
his son, Kvale visited his friends in the 
Treasury Department to present the first 
draft of his bill which was to be intro- 
duced the following day authorizing the 
Secretary of the Treasury to prepare and 
issue silver medals commemorating the 
Norse American Centennial. During the 
discussion it was immediately pointed 
out that objections would arise about 
the production of a round medal because 
of its similarity in size to the quarter and 
half dollar. Acting Mint Director Miss 
M.M. O'Reilly indicated that the only 
alternative would be the striking of a 
round medal which was larger, thicker 
and heavier than a silver dollar. It was 
at this moment that Kvale's son sug- 
gested the medal be made octagonal 
(eight sides) or hexagonal (six sides). 
Miss O'Reilly and Under-secretary of the 
Treasury Winston both loved the idea 
and immediately gave it their approval. 

During the day Congressman Kvale 
also spoke to legal representatives in the 
House Legislative Drafting Service and 
the legal counsel in the Treasury to be 
certain the bill contained no "imperfec- 
tions" that could cause later troubles. 
Shortly thereafter he was informed that 
the Treasury Department would assure 
him — right from the beginning— all the 
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possible cooperation necessary to help 
him make his goal a reality. 

All silver used to strike these medals 
was to be advanced by the Government 
from its supply at the Mint, thus elimi- 
nating the necessity of purchasing silver 
in the open market by the Norse Amer- 
ican Centennial Commission. The 
Commission would be responsible only 
for the costs of production (up to a max- 
imum of 40,000 medals) and dye 
making. 


A logical question for any student of 
U.S. commemorative coinage is, 
''Why wasn't a commemorative coin 
struck instead of a medal?" Looking 
back at 1925 we note that Congress 
authorized six commemorative issues: 
the Lexington-Concord Sesquicenten- 
nial half dollar, authorized on January 
14; the Ft. Vancouver Centennial half 
dollar and the California Diamond Jubi- 
lee half dollar, both authorized on Feb- 
ruary 14; the Vermont or Battle of Ben- 
nington half dollar, authorized on 
Febmary 24; and the Sesquicentennial of 
American Independence half dollar and 
$2V2 gold issue, authorized on March 3. 

With the 1924 religious and design 
controversies surrounding the issuance 
of the Fluguenot-Walloon Tercentenary 
half dollar still recent memory. Con- 
gressman Kvale knew that the resulting 
attitude of Congress and the Treasury 
Department would prohibit the striking 
of a special coin to commemorate the ar- 
rival of the first shipload of Norse immi- 
grants. Wisely, therefore, he requested 
a medal from the Treasury Department 
rather than yet another commemorative 
coin. 

On March 2, 1925, one day before the 
approval of the American Independence 
Sesquicentennial half dollar and $2y2 
gold issues. Congress authorized the pro- 
duction of a maximum of 40,000 octag- 
onal medals by the Philadelphia Mint for 
the Norse-American Centennial celebra- 
ions. These medals were to be minted 
o preserve the remembrance of the ar- 
val, on October 9, 1825, in Orleans 
ounty.

Based on previous numismatic lemh, 
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such fees were standard charges of a top 
designer when creating a coin design. 

T he March 29, 1925 edition of the 
Minneapolis Journal presented a 
sketch of the Norse medal. Naturally, 
the design generated some criticism, par- 
ticularly the concern that people in the 
United States would get the impression 
that the Norsemen of 1825, including 
those who immigrated to America, still 
lived, acted and dressed the way the 
Knights of Europe dressed during the 
middle ages. Some felt the date 1000 
A.D., or Vinland 1000, should be located 
below the Viking pictured on the ob- 
verse, thus indicating the proper time 
period. Such criticism, however, had no 
effect on the planned design. 

The obverse of the Norse-American 
medal shows a full length figure of a 
Norwegian Viking chieftain who has left 
his ship and has just come ashore on the 
American continent. He is depicted in 
his full fighting regalia consisting of a 
horned helmet, breastplate, dagger, 
sword (in right hand) and battle shield 
(in left hand). Recent studies have 
shown that the inclusion of the protec- 
tive headdress is historically inaccurate. 
The homed helmet was only ceremonial 
in nature and used more than 3000 years 
ago during the Bronze age. Most likely 
it was worn by an individual who was 
thought to possess supernatural powers 
for healing and invoking spirits, much 
like the traditional medicine man. 

The Vikings, also referred to as 
Norsemen, were seafaring warriors who 
raided and colonized wide areas of 
Europe from the 9th to the 11th century. 
This dismptive influence had a profound 
effect on European history. Historians 
speculate that these pagan Scandinavian 
warriors undertook such raids for many 
reasons, ranging from overpopulation at 
home to the relative helplessness of 
their victims abroad, especially the Irish 
monks who recorded their acts. 

Would not a figure of Leif Ericson, the 
1 1th century explorer who is said to be 
the first European to set foot on the 
American continent, at a place called 
Vinland, "'without a homed helmet," 


have been a more appropriate choice for 
the obverse design of the medal? The 
mind of Congressman Kvale did not en- 
vision the aforementioned explorer. His 
romantic view of his Norse heritage saw 
a Viking ship and its chieftain in full 
fighting regalia. Located in the upper 
field of the obverse is the inscription 
NORSE AMERICAN CENTENNIAL; the 
centennial dates 1825-1925 are separated 
by this awesome figure. 

On the reverse of the Norse-American 
Centennial commemorative, instead of 
the sloop Restaurationen that success- 
fully crossed the Atlantic in 1825 to 
bring a group of Norwegian immigrants 
to the bounteous land that pioneer Kleng 
Peerson had so glowingly reported on, 
we see again a Viking ship at sea with 
full crew. Above, we note the inscription 
ALTTHORIZED BY CONGRESS OF THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA Located 
in the lower field is the date A.D. 1000, 
indicating the approximate period Leif 
Ericson landed at Vinland. The de- 
signer's OPUS FRASER is located at ap- 
proximately the eight o'clock position. 

Orders for the Norse issue, which was 
as yet to be stmek by the Mint, started 
to arrive at the Commission's medal de- 
partment at 1 1 Washington Ave. S, Min- 
neapolis, Minnesota, in late April, 1925. 
Ordering regulations stated that no cus- 
tomer was permitted to purchase more 
than one medal. However, an individual 
could order one medal for all "500" peo- 
ple in his family, via an individual order 
for each medal. It was also made known 
that this would be the only method of 
acquiring the medal, for none were to be 
offered at the centennial celebrations or 
delivered in person at the time of pur- 
chase. These regulations were enacted 
to keep an exact record of what was sold 
and to provide postal receipts of each 
sale for accounting purposes. 

As an added incentive to encourage 
people to purchase the medal, publicity 
noted that the medal would become 
more valuable as time passed because it 
was the first medal authorized by th 
Congress of the United States. Actuall 
this wasn't tme, as the Commission w 
later to discover. 
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L imited information is available 
about trial pieces of the Norse- 
American issue. A letter sent by Miss 
M.M. O'Reilly, Acting Director of the 
Mint, to Hon. Charles Moore, Chairman 
of the Commission of Fine Arts, dated 
April 14, 1925, was accompanied by a 
uniface die trial striking of one "round" 
obverse and one "round" reverse of the 
Norse issue, both struck in copper. Re- 
ceived and approved on the following 
day (April 15), the only criticism of the 
trial strikings by the Commission of 
Fine Arts was that the article THE be 
removed from the reverse inscription 
before the word CONGRESS. The inscrip- 
tion originally read AUTHORIZED BY 
THE CONGRESS OF THE UNITED STATES 
OF AMERICA. Such a phrase would never 
be used in writing or speaking, and thus 
it was changed to read AUTHORIZED BY 
CONGRESS OF THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA. 

There is no record in the National Ar- 
chives of the corrected die trial piece or 
a subsequent round copper uniface strik- 
ing of the corrected die, but such was of- 
ficially made and presently resides in the 
collection of H. Lincoln Vehmeyer, a 
true relation to our great 16th President. 
The trial specimen measures 3.6cm by 
3.6cm with a .2cm thickness or almost 
IVz inches wide by ‘/i6 inch thick. 

In conclusion it would appear that 
there exists one round obverse die trial 
piece, since the medal's obverse was ap- 
proved, plus two round reverse trial 
pieces, one with and one without the ar- 
ticle THE, all struck in copper. 

The Philadelphia Mint probably 
struck the issue in the early part of May 
1925. Records indicate that 39,850 
pieces in total were struck like ordinary 
business strikings, then counted, ba^ed 
and shipped to the Fourth Street Nation- 
al Bank of Philadelphia for the Commis- 
sion. Of these, 33,750 pieces were struck 
on a .2cm "thick" octagonal silver 
planchet. These strikings were 3.0cm by 
2.9cm in diameter and records show 
they were produced on May 29, June 1-6 
and 8-13, 1925. 6,000 pieces were struck 
on a 1.6cm "thin" octagonal silver plan- 
chet. These pieces were 3.0cm by 2.9cm 


in diameter and were produced on May 
21-23, 1925. The low number of "thin" 
issues may have resulted from the Cen- 
tennial Commission's displeasure with 
the appearance of the "thin" planchet or 
from Congressman Kvale's awareness of 
the extra interest and revenue that low 
mintage commemorative varieties had 
generated in the past. In either case— 
the "thick and thin." Also delivered to 
the Commission were 100 pieces struck 
on a .900 fine gold octagonal planchet. 
These gold issues were 2.45cm by 2.4cm 
in diameter and .2cm thick. 

Cost to the Commission for each 
piece delivered was $.45 for the "thick" 
silver, $.30 for the "thin" silver, and 
$10. 14 for the gold. The Commission, in 
turn, sold the "thick" silver for $1.25 or 
almost three times cost. No information 
is available about the selling price for the 
"thin" issue, but $1.75 seems a logical 
estimate. Max E. Braile of Jackson, 
Michigan remembers purchasing the 
gold specimen for $20 dollars back 
in 1925. 

First strikings of the silver and gold 
medals were retained by the Centennial 
Commission. Congressman O.J. Kvale 
was presented with gold medal #2, the 
second piece struck, in appreciation of 
his services, and George L. Croker, W.J. 
Clark and J. Carmichael were presented 
with gold strikings #3 through #5 respec- 
tively, in appreciation of courtesies ex- 
tended the Centennial Commission. 

I n early October 1925 it was learned 
that the Norse medals were not the 
first commemorative medals to be 
authorized by Congress, as claimed by 
the Norse Publicity Committee. Con- 
gressman Kvale was informed by Mint 
Director R.S. Grant that a medal issued 
for the 1876 American Centennial cele- 
bration in Philadelphia was the first. 
Kvale further discovered that this medal 
was produced in different sizes. Finding 
the large size of that issue particularly 
attractive, he immediately ii^ormed J.A. 
Holvik, the secretary of the committee 
in charge of the centennial's commem- 
oratives, that he believed 50 three-inch 
bronze medals should also be struck, for 
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Mr. PresiiJent:

it would show the detail more clearly, 
especially in display cases. To further 
press his appeal, Kvale indicated that he 
would purchase all the medals at cost in 
the event they were not sold after July 
1, 1926. It appears there was a growing 
animosity between Kvale and Holvik, 
and Holvik did not approve of the idea. 
However, since all the members of the 
Centennial Board were for the new 
medal, Holvik chose to do likewise. Ac- 
cording to his papers, he did relate that

he hoped this was the last phase of the 
medal situation. On November 27, 1925, 
the board authorized the Congressman 
to make the bronze issue a reality. 

In the end, 75 copper-bronze medals, 
rather than the 50 originally requested, 
were struck, apparently in December by 
the Philadelphia Mint. They are 6.95cm 
by 6.7cm in diameter and .45cm thick. 
For reasons known only to the Con- 
gressman, it appears that all of the 
medals were silver triple-plated outside 
the Mint by a private firm in the nation's 
capital, perhaps because he felt silver 
looked more prestigious than bronze. 
Thirty pieces were presented or mailed 
to official guests from Norway, as well 
as one to President Coolidge. This was 
probably the reason why 75 rather than 
50 medals were struck. Current collec- 
tors will be interested to know that 
heavy use of silver dip (a liquid which 
removes tarnish from silver) on the 
silver-plated medals will eventually ex- 
pose some of the bronze. 

A surprising and most likely unique 
die trial specimen of this issue exists 
that was probably struck for Congress- 
man Kvale. Medal expert David T. Alex- 
ander of Johnson Jensen describes it 
as follows: 

This Norse piece is the 2-'^/8 inch medal 
described by you as struck in bronze. The 
specimen is untrimmed, presenting a fully 
stmck octagon on an unevenly scalloped plan- 
chet which appears to be solid silver, its edges 
rough, with no trace at any point of any other 
metal underneath the silver surface. 

The overall diameter is about d-'Viri inch, 
darkened by toning but spared handling by in- 
curious years "in a box." The reverse die is 
the "Authorized by Congress of the United 
States" type. 

Because of the long association of the Norse 
thick and thin with the nation's commemo- 
rative coinage, it will have unmatched appeal 
to the commemorative collectors. As a U.S. 
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Obverse wear will first occur on the handle 
of the dagger, the central portion of the 
diagonal chest strap, and on the edge of the 
battle shield between the 8:00 and 9:30 
o'clock positions.

Mint medal, as a work of James Earle Fraser, 
and as an untrimmed die trial in a precious 
metal this piece will have powerful appeal to 
thousands of medal collectors. 

A s of July 31, 1925, 7,697 Norse 
''thicks'" were sold, leaving 26,053 
pieces in stock, as well as 53 gold speci- 
mens, plus the entire stock of 6,000 
Norse "thins" which were not offered 
for sale until November or December of 
that year. They were sold out to non- 
collectors, according to The Numisma- 
tist, June 1933. On October 14, 1925, 
Secretary Holvik expressed his lack of 
understanding as to why so few Norse- 
men purchased the medal. He believed 
possibly the delay in obtaining the 
medals from the Mint was at fault or 
perhaps that the price was too high! 

According to a letter published in the 
June, 1933 issue of The Numismatist on 
page 397, all unsold medals were called 
in by the Central Committee of the 
Commission. The result was the return

of 2,000 thick pieces from a Chicago 
bank as well as a few thins to Treasurer 
Lars O. Haugh. Possibly these 2,000 
thick pieces were returned to the Mint 
and melted, leaving us with a total mint- 
age of 31,750, or perhaps they were even- 
tually sold. Only additional research will 
uncover their final outcome. 

By December 1936, the thin medal 
was selling for $5, and the thick could 
be purchased for $3. The gold and the 
silver-plated large medals were rarely of- 
fered for sale. Recently I purchased 
specimens of the gold issue for $1250 
and $1500, and two large silver-plated 
bronze medals for $225 and $250 at the 
ANA convention in New Orleans. Dur- 
ing the recent coin boom years (1979 and 
1980), the gold and silver-plated medals 
had set much higher price records, 
$5,000 for the gold and $750 for the 
bronze. Approximately ten complete 
sets of all four strikings, each housed in 
a special case, do exist but are very dif- 
ficult to locate. 

Authorized by Congress as a medal, 
the Norse issue cannot be considered a 
coin. The issue is not legal tender at a 
face value that can be acceptable in the 
discharge of debts. However, these speci- 
mens have been collected along with 
U.S. commemorative half dollars since 
1925 and have shown good appreciation.

considering they have seldom been in 
the limelight. According to Gerald L. 
Bauman, head numismatist for the New 
York firm of Manfra, Tordella 
Brookes, a Norse "'thick" specimen cur- 
rently sells between $150 and $175, 
while the rarer "thin" specimen can be 
purchased between $225 and $275, 
depending on the amount of wear. 

As previously mentioned, these 
medals were stmck like coins and 
treated in the same manner. They will 
exhibit bag marks, nicks, scratches, and 
varying degrees of striking qualities, 
especially near the inner rims. They dif- 
fer slightly in measurement anc} exhibit 
little to heavy wear because they were, 
shall we say, "medallically" abused. 
Many were kept, especially the "thick" 
issues, as pocket, purse, and dresser 
drawer pieces. Often they were improp- 
erly handled, and even worn as jewelry 
on chains by visitors to the celebration 
and thereafter. 

Obverse wear will first occur on the 
handle of the dagger, the central portion 
of the diagonal chest strap, and on the 
edge of the battle shield between the 
8:00 and 9:30 o'clock positions. Criss- 
cross friction lines, which will indicate 
a loss of metal and thus wear, will first 
appear on the reverse on the sloop's sail, 
between the 3:00 and 4:30 o'clock posi- 
tions on the right side (closest to the 
mast), as well as on the last three battle 
shields and the oar's blades below 
them. Should a specimen show signs of 
lost metal or friction in the aforemen- 
tioned areas, it can be considered some- 
what abused! 

f he story of Congressman Kvale's 
committment to the Norse-Ameri- 
can Centennial does not end with the

medal. He also pushed for a commemo- 
rative stamp. In his enthusiasm, he ex- 
plained to the Third Assistant Post- 
master General, Warren Irving Glover, 
that while the centennial celebration 
was a special observation of the 100th 
anniversary of the arrival of the Rest- 
aurationen, it was also, in a broader 
sense, intended to commemorate the ar- 
rival of the Vikings in 1000 A.D. Thus, 
Kvale felt two stamps would be more 
proper than one! Political pressure on 
the right people resulted in the Post- 
master General's authorization of two 
commemorative stamps. 

Both stamps were to be issued in two 
colors, making them the first bicolor 
commemorative stamps and the only 
two-color stamps then in circulation 
with the exception of the $5 stamp 
(Scott #573). Some philatelists might be 
quick to mention that the Pan-American 
Exposition issue of 1901 consisted of six 
commemorative bicolor stamps (Scott 
#294-299), but they were not in circula-

tion on May 18, 1925, when the Norse- 
American issue was released to com- 
memorate the centennary of the New 
York anival of the Norse- Americans on 
October 9, 1825. 

The 2-cent stamp (Scott #620) was 
printed in carmine and black ink and 
pictures a reproduction of the sloop 
Restaurationen. Flanking it on the 
borders on each side are the figures that 
adorned the prows of the ancient Viking 
ships and the battle shields used by the 
old chieftains. 

The 5-cent stamp (Scott #621) printed 
in dark blue and black inks depicts the 
actual Viking ship that sailed to Am*er- 
ica from Norway at the time of the 
World's Columbian Exposition in Chi- 
cago in 1893. This beautifully crafted 
romantic ship is flanked on the left by 
a Norse shield, with the United States' 
shield on the right. 

It was not until 1968 that we had 
another stamp commemorating a Norse 
American. Leif Ericson, the 1 1th century 
Norse explorer who, by landing at Vin- 
land, is purported to be the first Euro- 
pean to set foot on the American 
continent, is depicted on the 6-cent

stamp issued on October 9, 1968 (Scott 
#1359). 

The story of the Norse "thick and 
thins" is by no means complete, but 
perhaps this article has shed some light 
on its buried history and in so doing un- 
covered an inspirational tale of one 
man's dream and determination. For in 
this day and age when Americans often 
feel so out of touch with their govern- 
ment and incapable of effecting legisla- 
tion, it is encouraging to read of one 
man's enthusiastic efforts to honor his 
heritage and of the resulting metal and 
paper commemoratives that endure 
time to carry the message of that pride 
to future generations. They remain as a 
symbol of our country's strength, a 
strength founded upon the preservation 
of the best the immigrants brought from 
the old world and their loyalty and com- 
mittment to a new government based on 
freedom and democracy.

How Much Does It Matter 
How Much It Is Worth? 


''How much is it worth?" This ques- 
tion is usually the first asked when a 
coin owner shows a piece to a collec- 
tor. Other possibilities, such as "who 
designed the coin?" or "where was it 
minted?" and "what do the inscriptions 
mean?" are seldom asked, at least not 
at first. 

This obsession with value has its 
good and bad points. Unquestionably, 
the fact that coins are money makes it 
logical that the valuation of coins is 
prominent in many peoples' minds. 
The reason that A Guide Book of 
United States Coins sells so many 
copies each year when a new edition 
comes out is not because the technical 
data, facts, statistics and other informa- 
tion are revised but, rather, because it 
has new and updated prices. The Coin 
Dealer Newsletter, issued weekly, ex- 
ists mainly because of its price listings 
— people buy it to see what is going on 
in the marketplace. 

Although I can understand the 
publishers' reasons for doing this, 
several fine reference books issued in re- 
cent years by well-known authors have 
been impaired, in my opinion, by hav- 
ing price forecasts and profit projections 
included as part of the volumes. Clear- 
ly, price information sells. 

The investment performance of rare 
coins in recent decades has been 
nothing short of spectacular. Coins 
have gone up, up, up still more, and up 
further yet. The faster a particular coin 
climbs, the more attention it attracts. 

The great price rise of the 1978-1980 
years in particular has been chronicled 
by several writers, including myself. 
Prices reached great heights, peaking 
around April 1980, after which a decline 
set in. The rise was not characteristic 
of all series but was mainly limited to 


Uncirculated and Proof coins, especially 
those needed in type sets. Very Fine 
Liberty Seated quarters. Good 1786 
New Jersey coppers, 5-cent Ayer's en- 
cased postage stamps, $10 broken 
banknotes of the Republic Bank in 
Boston, and brass tokens issued in Vic- 
tor, Colorado, at the turn of the century 
escaped the price rise, as did many other 
coins. Those not included in the price 
rise didn't make headlines — it's 
change that counts. 

Why didn't worn Liberty Seated 
quarters multiply in value and then 
multiply again a few years ago? Why did 
tokens from Victor, Colorado, just sit 
on the sidelines, so to speak, while 
Proof nickel 3-cent pieces were doing 
high jumps? 

The answer lies in the character of 
the demand for such pieces. Briefly, the 
demand for numismatic items such as 
broken banknotes, copper coins of New 
Jersey, worn Liberty Seated issues, and 
the like was and still is from collectors. 
The demand for Uncirculated and Proof 
"type" coins was from collectors, but 
then investors stepped in, literally pric- 
ing collectors out of the market. By 
early 1980 the market for many if not 
most type coins was limited to in- 
vestors. Collectors had long since 
retreated. 

In the study of finance certain schol- 
ars have come up with "econometric 
models," whereby numbers can be fac- 
tored into certain specific situations, 
thus enabling economists to make pro- 
jections about the national economy or 
the health of a certain industry within 
the economy. Taking a chapter from 
the annals of the Wharton School or the 
Harvard Business School, it might be in- 
teresting to create a "model" for the 
market for several coins. 
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For starters, let's assume that the year 
is 1975 and that the coin being studied 
is the 1881 Proof nickel 3-cent piece, of 
which precisely 1,000 exist, and of 
which one-tenth that number, or 100 
pieces, come on the market in 1975. 
Further, let's assume that there are just 
100 collectors, and each collector has 
$100 to spend on coins. Thus we have 
100 collectors with a total coin buying 
budget of $10,000, and 100 identical 
coins to spend the money on. By 
mathematics, the price of these 100 
coins has to be $100 each. Let us fur- 
ther suppose that the 1881 Proof nickel 
3-cent piece at the $100 figure has 
represented a nice investment for 
anyone who sold it in 1975 at that price, 
considering that in 1970 it was worth 
only $50. 

In 1976 and 1977 the fame of the 
1881 Proof nickel 3-cent piece in- 
creased. Financial publications wrote 
about what a good investment it was, 
especially when compared to the 
stockmarket and real estate. Other peo- 
ple began to notice it. By 1980, the 
market for the 1881 Proof nickel 3-cent 
piece had changed tremendously. The 
number of collectors or would-be col- 
lectors had increased so that by 1980 
there were more numismatists desiring 
the nickel 3-cent piece than there were 
in 1975. But, at the same time a new 
factor entered the market: the investor. 
In 1980 there were 300 investors (for 
purposes of illustration), each with 
$1,000 to spend. They desperately 
wanted to get involved in coins, so they 
spent their money in the numismatic 
marketplace. In the year 1980, as before, 
100 1881 Proof nickel 3-cent pieces 
were available, but with a total buying 
force of $300,000 available to purchase 
them, the price zoomed to $3,000 each! 

As you may know, although the 
preceding case is simply an illustration, 
in reality that is just about what hap- 
pened in the real marketplace from 
1975 to 1980. By 1980 the 1881 Proof 
nickel 3-cent piece was indeed valued 
at $3,000. Who were the buyers? Not 
collectors, for collectors were ac- 


customed to paying $50, then $100, and 
possibly a bit more. It is conceivable 
that a collector needing one for a set 
might have paid $200 or so by 1980, but 
at $3,000 any collector with a memory 
of the market considered the coin to be 
priced too high. Investors didn't care. 
The investors weren't around five or ten 
years earlier and believed that if an 188 1 
Proof nickel 3-cent was selling at $3,000 
it was worth $3,000, as indeed it was 
for the time being. 

What happened after 1980? Several 
things. When the 1980 price was 
publicized, assuming 100 pieces came 
on the market each year, many people 
who were holding 1881 Proof nickel 
3-cent pieces but hadn't considered sell- 
ing them were attracted by the price 
and attempted to liquidate. So, in 1981, 
300 pieces (for purposes of illustration) 
suddenly became available. This was 
three times the amount usually for sale 
in a given year. At the same time, some 
of the "panic" situations that led to the 
1980 price rise — the novelty of coin in- 
vestment, the inflation rate exceeding 
the interest rate, the oil crisis, and the 
rise of gold and silver prices (which af- 
fected other metals as well as having a 
strong effect on the coin market) — 
were no longer present. Investors drifted 
away from the market in droves. No 
longer were there people willing to pay 
$3,000 for an 1881 Proof nickel 3-cent 
piece, or $2,500, or even $2,000. 

What about collectors? Collectors 
still weren't buying. Even the $2,000 
price seemed vastly high. 

Now in 1982, what is the tme market 
value of an 1881 nickel 3-cent piece? It 
is worth what someone is willing to pay 
for it. As far as price alone is con- 
cerned, it doesn't make any difference 
whether the check is written by a col- 
lector or an investor. It is just the 
money spent that counts. As investors 
have left the market in large numbers, 
most remaining buyers are collectors, 
some of whom have a natural inclina- 
tion to combine collecting with invest- 
ment (probably most numismatists feel 
this way). Still, at $1,500 or even $1,000 
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the price seems high. At what point will 
the bottom appear? History will tell us 
this, but it probably will be somewhere 
between several hundred dollars and 
$1,000. $500? $600? $385? 

Consider another example, the 1785 
Vermont copper cent in Fine grade. Let 
us assume once again there are 1,000 
pieces in existence and that 100 come 
on the market in any given normal year. 
In 1975 if there were 100 buyers each 
with $100 to spend on coins, or a total 
budget of $10,000, the coins would have 
been valued at $100 each. By 1980 the 
number of collectors desiring such a 
coin might have normally increased to 
150 or 200 people. The 1785 Vermont 
copper, immune from any investor in- 


terest (since the piece is worn and re- 
quires some knowledge for proper iden- 
tification), goes up in value slightly, 
perhaps to $200. Nothing spectacular. 
Investors aren't at all interested, and 
collector demand is increasing natural- 
ly. So, instead of being valued at $100, 
the piece is valued at $200. What then? 

Now in 1982 the piece is still desired 
by collectors, for collectors were never 
driven away by unreasonably high 
prices. Investors were never part of 
the market to begin with. So, today 
the piece might be valued at $225 — a 
normal slight increase. The coin is 
"solid" and is apt to increase in value 
in the future, with only a slight chance 
of decrease.

With more than a half 
dozen members, all of whom par- 
ticipate in the RCP, the club is definite- 
ly in contention for the mythical award,

sparkplug. He is the editor for junior ac- 
tivities in The Centinel, a numismatic 
magazine covering the central states 
under the editorship of numismatist 
Kevin Foley. 

But enough of this. Let us get to a 
"boy doing a man's job." In this case, 
the "boy" is the Helena Junior Coin 



Club and the job is to promote Na- 
tional Coin Week, not just in Helena 
but throughout Montana. What did 
the club members do? Without any 
adult help they visited with Ted 
Schwinden, Governor of Montana, and 
persuaded him to issue a proclamation 
declaring the week of April 18 through 
April 24, 1982 as National Coin Week 
in Montana. 

Were they successful? Look at the 
photograph. Governor Schwinden is 
pictured with Helena Coin Club mem- 
bers (from left) Bryan Enderlee, Jay Ber- 
nasek, Shawn Duthie, Thad Humphrey 
and William Hunt. Where is Doug 
Todd, another fine club member? Some- 
one had to click the shutter!

Issues Depict Thai Ceremonies 





Gold and silver Proof coins from 
Thailand are the newest additions to the 
multinational collection honoring the 
International Year of the Child. The 
4000-baht, 27mm gold coin depicts a 
young boy and girl participating in the 
traditional festival of 'Toy Krathong." 
The children are floating a flower with 
lighted candles into the river, recalling 
the ceremony's original intent to thank 
the river for the water it provides. 

The 38.61mm 200-baht silver coin 
features a young girl in traditional dress 
performing a classic Thai dance. The 
UNICEF and lYC symbols appear on 
either side of the dancer and encir- 
cling the design is the inscription INTER- 
NATIONAL YEAR OF THE CHILD 1981 
• THAILAND. 

The obverse of each coin bears a por- 
trait of Thailand's monarch. King Bhum- 
ibol Adulyadej, in full regal dress. The 
inscriptions in Thai translate "Thai- 
land" and "The Ninth Reign in Chakri 
Dynasty." Both coins were minted by 
Valcambi, S.A. of Switzerland. 


Papua Salutes Island Children 
Papua, New Guinea, has issued a 
5-kina Proof coin as part of the UNICEF 
collection. The design of the 40mm, .500 
fine silver coin features a young boy 
kneeling on a beach inspecting a fish he 
has just caught. The symbols of lYC and 
UNICEF, the inscription INTERNA- 
TIONAL YEAR OF THE CHILD, and the 
denomination encircle the central motif. 
English designer Michael Rizzello ex- 
ecuted the coin, which was struck by 
Her Majesty's Royal Mint, England. 



The obverse features the national 
emblem with the legend PAPUA NEW 
GUINEA and the date. The emblem is 
composed of a rendering of the bird of 
paradise, native to the highlands of New 
Guinea, perched atop an ornamental 
spear and a ceremonial Kundu dmm. 

When the lYC program is completed, 
30 Proof silver coins and 12 Proof gold 
coins will comprise the multinational 
collection. UNICEF and the lYC 
Secretariat have sponsored and endorsed 
the program to benefit needy children 
throughout the world. The coins have 
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been issued in strictly limited quan- 
tities, with no more than 20,000 com- 
plete collections available worldwide. 


Egypt Contributes to 
UNICEF Collection 



Egypt has issued a 5-pound denomina- 
tion silver coin depicting three children 
joining hands and dancing around the 
globe. The globe features a textbook, 
the Arabic letters for ''A" and "'B" and 
the Arabic number '‘3", all represen- 
tative of the importance of education in 
Egypt. The symbols for UNICEF and 
lYC are also depicted, along with il- 
lustrations symbolizing advancements 
in Egyptian life: a rocket signifies 
modem Egypt, a television indicates pro- 
gress and industry, and a flower 
represents improved agricultural tech- 
niques. The .925 fine silver issue 
measures 36mm in diameter. 

The obverse features the Arabic in- 
scription for 5 pounds in the center, with 
the Arabic phrase ''Arab Republic of 
above. Flanking the denomina- 
tion are the Arabic inscriptions for the 
year 1981 and 1401, which correspond 
to both the Christian and Hegira calen- 
dars. The coin was stmck by Valcambi, 
S.A., Switzerland. 

Coin Reflects NepaVs Progress 

Nepal has issued a 100-mpee coin in 
conjunction with UNICEF's Interna- 
tional Year of the Child program. Stmck 
in .500 fine silver, the 36mm coin 
features a young boy and girl filling a 
jar from a water tap. The children, 
dressed in typical clothing of their 
homeland, perform this task as a 
necessary part of their daily lives. Such 
water systems are recent improvements 
in the mral areas of Nepal. The symbols 



of UNICEF and lYC flank the children, 
and the inscriptions above translate as 
"Shree Bhavani," Nepal's presiding god- 
dess, and "EK Say Rupaiyan," the 
100-mpee denomination. The legend 
below reads "International Children's 
Year • Nepal." Artist Ram Thapa 
prepared the design. 

The obverse of the coin bears a por- 
trait of King Birendra Bir Bikram wear- 
ing the plumbed crown of Nepal. His 
title appears above, and the date 2037 
(according to the "samvat" calendar) is 
featured below. Valcambi, S.A. of 
Switzerland minted the coin.

New Coin Commemorates 
Foundation of Bulgarian State 

The National Bank of Hungary has 
issued a 100-forint jubilee coin to com- 
memorate the 1300th anniversary of the 
foundation of old Bulgaria. The 12-grain, 
32mm, reeded-edge coin has been stmck 
from the coinage alloy Argentine. 

The obverse of the coin shows the 
crest of the Hungarian People's Republic 
placed slightly above the center, with 
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the inscription MAGYAR NEPKOZTAR- 
sAsaG above it following the bow of the 
rim. To the right and the left of the crest 
is a vertical laurel branch. The branches 
flank the denomination 100 and the 
inscription FORINT. The date 1981 ap- 
pears at the bottom, and the state mint 
mark BP appears outside the right laurel 
branch. 

On the reverse of the coin appears the 
portraits of the two great revolutionary 
poets of Bulgarian and Hungarian 
history, Hristo Botev and Alexander 
Petofi. A facsimile of the signature of 
each poet appears beneath his portrait. 
In the lower half of the reverse design

Fiji Issues Fourth Proof Set 

The Central Monetary Authority of 
Fiji has announced the issuance of its 
1982 Proof set. Struck by the Royal 
Mint, the set includes six frosted, pol- 
ished specimens in denominations of 1C, 
2C, 5C, IOC, 20C and 50C.

Iowa Community Issues 
Centennial Medal 

Atkins, Iowa, celebrating its 100th an- 
niversary July 2-4, 1982, has issued a 
commemorative medal in antique 
bronze and .999 fine silver. Sponsored by 
the Atkins Centennial Committee, the 
medal features a standard commemo- 
rative design on the reverse and a 
specially designed logo on the obverse. 
The logo, devised by a local artist, 
features the inscription ATKINS / 
1882-1982; the railroad spikes at the top 
and bottom represent the role of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
Railroad in the founding of Atkins; the 
cornstalks symbolize Atkins' growth; 
the wheel represents progress; and the 
sun forecasts the town's bright future. 

Twenty silver medals and twenty 



is the inscription 1300 EVES BULGARIA, 
placed in the bow of the rim and divid- 
ed by the combined picture of a sword- 
hilt and a quill. Mintage of the jubilee 
coin is limited to 5,000 pieces.

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Violin Virtuoso Isaac Stern Honored by Magnes Museum 



Two milestones in American musical 
history— Isaac Stem's 60th birthday and 
the 90th anniversary of Carnegie Hall- 
have been jointly commemorated by the 
striking of a handsome high relief art 
medal commissioned by the Magnes 
Museum. 

The medal design is a product of 
almost a year's research and modeling 
by artist Gerta Wiener, who has created 
medallic sculptures honoring notables 
such as Supreme Court Justice Louis 
Brandeis and Israel Prime Minister 
Golda Meir. While it was not possible 
to arrange for a personal sitting, Mrs. 
Wiener did the next best thing : she 
viewed three consecutive showings of 
the movie From Mao to Mozart, 
documenting Stem's visit to China. The 
renowned artist then returned to her 
studio and created the remarkable 
medallic likeness from memory. Stem 
is portrayed deep in concentration as he 
plays his rare 1740 Guameri. 

Virtuoso violinist Isaac Stem was bom 
in Kreminiesz, Russia on July 21, 1920. 
When just a year old, his family 
emigrated to the United States and set- 
tled in San Francisco. Stem took up the 
violin at the age of eight, and within 
three years was a soloist with the San 
Francisco Symphony Orchestra. He 
made his memorable Carnegie Hall 
debut in 1943. In 1960, thanks largely 
to Stem's efforts, historic Carnegie Hall 
was saved from demolition, and he has 
served as its president to this day. The 


famous 90-year-old New York musical 
landmark is depicted in remarkable 
detail on the medal's reverse. 

The Isaac Stem — Carnegie Hall medal 
is the fourteenth annual commemo- 
rative to be issued by the Magnes 
Museum. Each large two-inch individ- 
ually-serial numbered medal is a distinc- 
tive rounded trapezoidal shape, weighing 
IVi troy ounces. Mintages are very 
small, limited to only 350 bronze 
available for a $15 donation, 120 pure 
silver priced at $85, 50 antique pewter 
at $30, and just 18 minted in 10 karat 
gold for contributors of $850. Since the 
Magnes Museum is an educational non- 
profit institution, half of the medals' 
cost can considered as tax-deductible. 
Orders for the medals can be sent to the 
Magnes Museum, 2911 Russell St., 
Berkeley, CA 94705. 

Washington Commemorative 
Designs Approved 

The preliminary sketches of the 
forthcoming George Washington com- 
memorative half dollar have been 
reviewed and approved by the Commis- 
sion of Fine Arts and by Secretary of the 
Treasury Donald T. Regan. The designs 
for the new commemorative were con- 
ceived by Chief Engraver Elizabeth 
Jones, who will also sculpt the plasters 
for the coins. 

The obverse of the half dollar com- 
memorating the 250th anniversary of 
the birth of George Washington features 
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dent. Miss Jones' design was inspired by 
a portrait painted by American artist, 
Rembrandt Peale around 1824. The 
painting, which is part of the In- 
dependence National Historic Park Col- 
lection, hangs in the portrait gallery of 
the Second Bank of the United States 
building in Philadelphia. The coin's 
obverse motif is encircled by the inscrip- 
tion GEORGE WASHINGTON/250TH AN- 
NIVERSARY OF BIRTH . 1982. The motto 
LIBERTY and the artist's initials EJ appear 
to the left of the figure. 

The eastern facade of Mount Vernon, 
Washington's home on the Potomac, is 
depicted on the reverse of the coin. 
Below the building appears the heraldic 
eagle bearing the banner E PLURIBUS 
UNUM, a figure reminiscent of U.S. coins 
issued in 1798-1804. The surrounding in- 
scription reads UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA / IN GOD WE TRUST/ HALF 
DOLLAR. 

Director of the Mint Donna Pope 
specified that the George Washington 


Commemorative Coin Act, Public Law 
97-104, provides for the minting of up 
to ten million .900 fine silver half 
dollars. These coins will be the first .900 
fine United States silver coins to be 
minted since 1964 and the first com- 
memorative coins to be produced by the 
Mint since 1954. 

Medal Commemoratives 
Philadelphia's 300th Birthday 

The first official medal honoring 
Philadelphia's 300th birthday and its 
embarkation upon its fourth century 
was recently presented to the city's 
mayor, William f. Green, by Charles L. 
Andes, chairman of The Franklin Mint. 
The medal, which pictorially represents 
Philadelphia's past and present as well 
as the Century FV symbol, will be pro- 
duced by The Franklin Mint and made 
available by the city in either sterling 
silver or bronze for purchase by the 
public throughout 1982. In accepting the 
special one-of-a-kind, gold-on-sterling 
silver version. Mayor Green praised the 
medal's design and its finely crafted 
minting. 

The obverse of the medal shows the 
present-day Philadelphia skyline on the 
upper half of the design. The lower half 
of the design shows the sailing ship 
Welcome, the sloop that brought 
William Penn to the area to found the 
city of Philadelphia in 1682. The horizon 
in the lower design is also of the 
Philadelphia skyline as it appeared in the 
late 17th century — a sparsely populated 
community on the shores of the 
Delaware River. Enscribed around the 
obverse designs is the legend 
PHILADELPHIA 1682-1982. 

The reverse design bears the Century 
rv symbol, a ribbon-like script of the 
city's name centered around a raised ring 
that encloses the inscription CENTURY 
IV 1682-1982. 

The 44mm medal will be struck in a 
special two-tone finish with the design 
in frosted bold relief against a mirror-like 
background. The silver edition is 
available to the public for $35 plus $2. 10 
tax, and the bronze medal for $8.95 plus 
$.54 tax. Orders for the medals should 
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also include $1.75 per medal for postage 
and handling. Proceeds from the sale of 
the medal will be used to help under- 
write the cost of the city's Century IV 
celebration scheduled for the summer of 
1982. 

Collectors wishing to order the Cen- 
tury rv medal should mail their re- 
quests, accompanied by a check or 
money order in the proper amount, to 
Century IV Medal, 1682 Municipal Ser- 


vices Building, Philadelphia, PA 19107. 
The medals will be offered for sale un- 
til December 31, 1982. 

BEP Recovers from 
Avalanche of Orders 

The Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
has finally begun to recover from the 
onslaught of requests for uncut $1 cur- 
rency sheets. Although the BEP con- 
tended with a considerable backlog in 
December and January, it has since fill- 
ed most orders. The Bureau currently 
receives about 100 orders per day as op- 
posed to 1,000 requests per day at the 
beginning of the sale. 

The mailing was complicated by the 
thousands of personal checks received as 
payment for the uncut sheets. Even 
though the BEP specified that mail 
orders should be accompanied by postal 
money orders or cashier's checks, it was 
necessary to return almost 6,000 per- 
sonal checks. Most orders were filled 
within six weeks; however, during the 
initial deluge of requests, some orders 
took as long as three months to fill. 

By June the Bureau will be receiving 
orders for uncut $2 sheets, which are 
star notes from existing supplies. How- 
ever, $ 1 uncut sheets are still available 
in full and half sheets. The 32-subject 
full sheet sells for $38 if purchased at the 
BEP's visitor center or $45 if ordered by 
mail; the half sheet sells for $20.25 at th#^ 
visitor center or $26 by mail.

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NATIONAL COIN WEEK 

Reports Illustrate Diversity in NCW Promotions 


Although National Coin Week once 
again failed to receive enough Congres- 
sional sponsors to make it an official na- 
tional observance, the week of April 
18-24 was marked by an impressive 
show of support. In reviewing the many 
advance and final reports of activities 
received by chairman Les Winners, the 
NCW committee was surprised by the 
number of innovative approaches used 
to promote National Coin Week. 

The Ocean County Coin Club, 
recognized last year for its outstanding 
NCW participation, coordinated eleven 
numismatic displays at a local shopping 
mall in Toms River, New Jersey. 
Presented by nine industrious club 
members, the exhibits were on display 
for twelve straight hours and included 
topics such as ''How to Make a Penny," 
"Medium of Exchange in Penal Institu- 
tions," "History of the Ocean County 
Coin Club," and "Obsolete New Jersey 
Notes." Souvenir wooden nickels com- 
memorating the event were distributed 
to all who viewed the 20-case display. 
The club's NCW publicity chairman 
performed his function well, as evidenc- 
ed by the multitude of announcements 
and advertisements appearing in four 
New Jersey newspapers. 

Sergeant Phillip Bolduc of Fort 
Leonard Wood, Missouri, single- 
handedly promoted National Coin Week 
in his military community. In addition 
to organizing a coin show complete with 
information tables and displays, Phil 
also advertised in both military post 
publications and a local newspaper. He 
approached the mayors of Waynesville 
and St. Robert, Missouri, urging them to 
issue NCW proclamations. He also 
presented lectures to Junior High School 
students, local clubs and senior citizens. 
Phil directed much of his energy to 
uniting three local coin clubs in NCW 
observance and encouraging them and 
their members to join the ANA. 


Maryland's Cambridge Coin Club in- 
itiated an NCW Poster Contest, inviting 
members to submit their designs for pro- 
motional posters. Selected as first place 
winner was Jane Schapp, whose poster 
was chosen by the club members at a 
March meeting. Nine CCC members 
collaborated on a local radio show, dur- 
ing which they discussed their respec- 
tive collecting interests. 

ANA Life Member Donald Young set 
up an exhibit in the Danville, Kentucky, 
Public Library using his collections of 
U.S. silver coins, medals and ANA con- 
vention badges. Kentucky governor John 
Y. Brown, Jr., at Don's urging, issued a 
proclamation March 19 declaring April 
18-24 as National Coin Week. Don also 
arranged to promote NCW through 
several newspapers, radio stations and 
cable television public information 
channels. 

Off to an early start, the Regina Coin 
Club of Saskatchewan launched its Coin 
Week plans in July 1981, when it began 
making arrangements for its spring 
show, held the final days of Coin Week 
1982. The club invited the Governor of 
Saskatchewan and the Provincial 
Premier to actively participate in Coin 
Week celebrations, and, although nei-

ther was able to accept, both acknowl- 
edged the club's efforts. The RCC also 
designed and distributed a special Coin 
Week souvenir button. 

According to NCW committee 
member Steve Urwin of Mansfield, 
Ohio, members of the Mansfield/ 
Madison Young Numismatists co-spon- 
sored a raffle during National Coin 
Week. First prize was a U.S. gold coin; 
second prize, a $25 gift certificate good 
for coins or coin supplies; and third 
prize, a 1981 Proof set. The YNs encour- 
aged NCW participation in their schools 
by tacking up posters and their own 
NCW artwork, posting the club's 
meeting schedule, and providing sign- 
up sheets for interested students. A 
special meeting was arranged with the 
club's parent organization, the 
Mansfield Stamp and Coin Club, during 
which members viewed two films. Of 
Arts and Minting and The Trial of the 
Pyx. The Mansfield Stamp and Coin 
Club contended with a heavy but 
welcome broadcasting schedule, pro- 
moting NCW through four radio pro- 
grams and continuous coverage of its 
April 18 coin show. 

Recognizing that many senior citizens 
have old coins but are unaware of their 
value, Delaware's Wilmington Coin 
Club initiated a program in which 


members of senior citizen centers could 
learn more about rare coins. With the 
cooperation of the ANA, an authority on 
U.S. coins traveled to nearby senior 
citizen facilities to evaluate coins and 
answer questions. The WCC also con- 
tacted local schools, offering prizes for 
the best one-page student essays on 
"Numismatics — A High Road To 
Adventure." 

The Milwaukee Numismatic Society, 
in conjunction with the Marshall 
Isley Bank, conducted its second annual 
Coin Collecting Merit Badge Clinic for 
local Boy Scouts. Fifty-five Scouts, in- 
cluding four deaf boys and six members 
of a handicapped troop, participated in 
the program. To earn a merit badge, each 
boy was required to collect a type set of 
any U.S. coins currently in circulation, 
including an example from each mint. 
The boys were also asked to assemble 
a series of any coin from the date of their 
birth through the present. The clinic in- 
structors, all MNS members, presented 
slide shows about mint marks and mint 
history, designer initials, grading, 
counterfeit and altered coins, and paper 
money; the boys were then quizzed on 
the subjects and graded. At the comple- 
tion of the clinic, 35 Scouts had earned 
a Coin Collecting Merit Badge. MNS 
members organized three cases of

periodicals were supplied to the boys by 
Krause Publications, the Federal Reserve 
Check Processing Center in Milwaukee, 
and the U.S. Secret Service. 

"How To Be A Collector And Why" 
was the subject of six library programs 
conducted by Prince Georges County 
Coin Club of Maryland. Six club 
members worked together on each pro- 
gram, presenting a slide show and 
discussing how to collect coins, types of 
coins, coin care and preservation, and 
the reasons for joining a coin club. The 
PGCCC also started a drive to enlist 
young numismatists, a project the club 
hopes to continue throughout the year. 

Students in the Edgeworth Elemen- 
tary School Gifted and Talented Pro- 
gram in Sewickley, Pennsylvania, 
celebrate National Coin Week all year 
long. Their teacher, Mimi Bizic, uses i 
novel — and successful — approach tc 
teaching history: numismatics. Through 
the study of coins, the students learn 
about all periods of history, from ancient 
Greece and Rome to the birth of

More Genuine Gold Coins 


Our series of articles on the character- 
istics of genuine gold coins that are most 
likely to be found in a type set concludes 
this month. The first three installments 
were included in the November 1981, 
December 1981, and April 1982 issues 
of The Numismatist. 

Bear in mind when studying these 
photographs that some of the things we 
point out as being characteristics of 
genuine dies could be reproduced by a 
counterfeiter making a fake die from a 
genuine coin. However, to do so would 
involve at least two additional transfer 
steps with an attendant loss of detail. 
Sharp, crisp die scratches become soft- 
ly rounded and possibly broken. Fine 
details, such as veins in leaves or strands 
of hair, are entirely lost. So, along with 
these diagnostic points, the surface 
textures of genuine coins should also 
be considered. 

Remember also that for every rule 
there is an exception. A good example 
of this type of exception is the 1924 
Double Eagle. It shows two die gouges 
inward from the raised rim. In past arti- 
cles and in seminars we've talked about 
"spikes of metal" being characteristic of 
counterfeit dies, yet here we are pointing 
out two similar features as being clues 
to a genuine coin. The die gouges are 
sharp and crisp; spikes are generally 
more numerous, smaller in many cases, 
with more rounded upper surfaces. You 
will learn to recognize the difference as 
you gain experience. 

We also need to point out that we are 
presenting only one die for each coin. If 
you are looking at a coin and see the 
characteristic shown exactly as we il- 
lustrate it, you can be quite certain that 
you are looking at a genuine coin. How- 
ever, if the coin you are looking at does 
not have that particular characteristic, 
it doesn't mean that the coin is counter- 
feit, but was probably produced by a dif- 
ferent die pair, or an earlier die state of 


the same die. In future articles we plan 
to identify as many genuine dies as we 
possibly can.

A Tale of Revolution, Independence and Growth 



At the Hynes Memorial Auditorium 
and the Boston-Sheraton for one week 
from August 17-22, the country's largest 
coin show, the 91st Anniversary Con- 
vention of the American Numismatic 
Association, will open its doors to the 
people of Boston, to share with collec- 
tors and non-collectors alike the educa- 
tional and fraternal pleasures of numis- 
matics. Perhaps the greatest gift Boston- 
ians offer in return is the enormous 
American heritage to be found along her 
cobblestone streets and restored ar- 
chitecture, a world where the boun- 
daries of American freedom were first 
explored. If we but look and listen 
closely enough, centuries-old brick and 
mortar will tell the tale of revolution, 
independence and growth. 

It was in 1630 that Puritan English- 
men seeking to separate themselves 
from the Church of England and find 
religious freedom first settled the city. 
John Winthrop, the leader of this group, 
brought with him a charter authorizing 


a self-governing settlement in the New 
World. The settlement, whose interests 
were guided by the Massachusetts Bay 
Company, expressed its faith in Win- 
throp by appointing him the governor of 
the new homeland. 

The Puritans looked to the sea to en- 
sure their livelihood and selected the 
Shawmut Peninsula for their settle- 
ment. An excellent port, the peninsula 
was almost completely surrounded by 
water and was connected to mainland 
Roxbury by an easily defensible narrow 
strip of land. West of the strip were 
natural mudflats and salt marsh barriers 
(collectively known today as Black Bay) 
that were completely inundated twice 
daily by high tides. The small group of 
settlers named their new homeland 
Boston after the city of the same name 
in Lincolnshire, England, from which 
most of them had emigrated. 

In 1648 the Puritan party won control 
of the English Parliament. Enjoying the 
flexibility of these new political connec- 
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tions with Great Britain, merchants 
from Boston traveled freely across the 
Atlantic, establishing strong links of 
trade with London. By the end of the 
17th century Boston had the third 
largest fleet of ships in the English- 
speaking world, surpassed only by Lon- 
don and Bristol. 

As the adolescent city grew, Boston- 
ians reaped many more benefits than 
just the religious independence they in- 
itially sought. During Boston's first 50 
years the city enjoyed a political in- 
dependence enhanced by the self- 
governing powers of the Massachusetts 
Bay Company. As long as Bostonians ef- 
fectively ruled themselves, the posperity 
they enjoyed continued. The governing 
body of the Company recognized only 
the three Puritan churches of the new 
settlement. Colonists who fought 
against the church, as the Puritans had 
in England beforehand, were banished 
from the city. Some Quakers, who 
persevered in their battle for religious 
freedom, were hanged. 

Recognizing the great potential for 
revenue if the new and prosperous city 
were under Crown rule, England began 
to take steps during the 1680s to assert 
her authoritative power in the New 
World. In 1684 the English Crown 
revoked the charter of the Massachu- 
setts Bay Company. Two years later Sir 
Edmund Andros was sent to Boston by 
King lames II to serve as the governor of 
the Province of Massachusetts. The 
Crown had arrived and with the Crown 
came the Church of England, the very 
sect the settlers had sailed to the New 
World to escape. 

Bostonians were not ready to accept 
the transition of the Colony to an 
"England across the sea," and were 
quick to demonstrate that they did not 
intend to take British rule lightly. When 
tales of the Glorious Revolution in 
England in 1688 finally reached Boston, 
the citizens of Boston removed Andros 
from his Crown-appointed office as 
governor and placed him in prison. 
British rule tried to force the Colonists

into submissiveness by instituting trade 
laws, navigation laws and taxes, but the 
citizens of Boston and the rest of the 
New World remained obstinate in their 
defiance of the British Crown. 

The Colonists' defiance of the British 
was subtle enough to allow Boston to 
continue in its comfortable prosperity 
and growth. By the 1 760s Bostonians en- 
joyed a general atmosphere of well be- 
ing and were rarely challenged by the 
British rule that had over the years 
dwindled to merely a salutary relation- 
ship. London, however, was well aware 
of the New World's good fortune and 
took the view that the Colonies should 
pay more of their own costs for ad- 
ministration and defense. In accordance 
with this thinking, several taxation acts 
were levied on the Colonists. The 
abruptness and severity of such taxation

Street; by Paul Revere II, 1770.

without representation outraged the 
feisty settlers and conditions in the New 
World rapidly grew ripe for revolution. 

In response to the issuance of the 
Stamp Act in 1765, the irate settlers at- 
tacked and almost destroyed the gover- 
nor's house. The fires that resulted from 
the attack burned many of the city's 
records that had been stored in the 
governor's mansion, depriving the city 
of much of its documented history. The 
Boston Massacre in 1770, in which 
British troops fired upon and killed 
civilian hecklers, was yet another event 
that hastened the outbreak of revolu- 
tion. In protest of the taxes levied on tea, 
angered Bostonians dressed as Indians 
and dumped three shiploads of tea into 
the harbor in 1773, an event that entered 
American history texts as the Boston 
Tea Party. 


Small rebellions, emotional speeches 
and secret meetings all continued, as set- 
tlers vied for their independence. On 
April 19, 1775, "the shot heard 'round 
the world" was fired at Lexington, and 
at Concord shots were exchanged be- 
tween British troops and American set- 
tlers. The course of history for the New 
World had taken a turn greater than 
either the British or the Colonists could 
ever have comprehended. The following 
winter, Washington's forces pinned 
British troops in Boston, effectively 
suspending British military activity. On 
March 17, 1776, Washington positioned 
his artillery on Dorchester Heights 
overlooking Boston. Recognizing what 
appeared to be the inevitable outcome, 
British soldiers, officials, and loyal fol- 
lowers of the Crown quickly left the 
city. In 1780 a constitution was framed 
in Boston and John Hancock was elected 
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as the first governor of the independent 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

Initially the challenges of indepen- 
dence were far greater than the Col- 
onists imagined. Of course, they had 
been self-governing before, but England 
had been an ally. Soon after the Revolu- 
tion, Boston's sea trade faltered. English 
ports were closed to them. The ties to 
the mother country were gone. The 
young Commonwealth was truly on her 
own. Survival depended on new chan- 
nels of trade and the resourceful Col- 
onists were forced to look farther across 
the sea. Boston's merchants began trying 
other ports, many that were previously 
untapped. Trade with China opened and 
routes to India became established, 
raising Boston to greater levels of pros- 
perity than ever before. With a solid sea 
trade and capital to invest, Bostonians 
began venturing out, and soon the sea 
trade was firmly supplemented by mer- 
cantile and manufacturing interests. 


In the early 1800s Boston merchants 
established textile mills in several sur- 
rounding towns along inland waterways. 
Although river navigation lessened the 
effects of such urban sprawl, the advent 
of the railroads in the 1830s brought sur- 
rounding Colonial towns even closer to 
the city. Boston further earned a place 
in the spotlight for her educational and 
religious practices. New theories and 
ideologies were being formed, spawned 
by the influx of immigrants attracted by 
the city's wealth and opportunity. 

In 1799 the Church of the Holy Cross 
was the sole Catholic church in the 
city. By 1808 Jean Louis Lefebvre de 
Cheverus, founder of Boston's first 
Catholic church, was ordained the first 
Bishop of Boston, and by 1875, when the 
Boston See was raised to the dignity of 
an Archdiocese, the city was home to 28 
bustling parishes. The Anglican King's 
chapel became Unitarian in 1787, but it 
was not until the first quarter of the 19th 
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century that Unitarian doctrine 
presented problems by creating factions 
within the Congregationalist Church. In 
1825, William Ellery Charming founded 
the American Unitarian Association 
from what used to be the liberal wing of 
Congregationalism. From his move- 
ment, the artistic and aesthetic values 
of the region changed, making way for 
the Transcendentalist movement and 
bringing Boston notoriety as the 
religious center of the New World. 

Higher education, for which Boston 
has long been noted, established its 
stronghold in 1636 when Harvard Col- 
lege was formed to aid the scholastic 
abilities of the settlers. The school was 
named for a Charleston minister, John 
Harvard, whose library became an in- 
tegral part of the school when it was 
presented in 1638. At that time. Harvard 
was the only college in the area and 
would remain so until the third quarter 
of the 19th century. Thriving in its 
cultured status, Boston would in time 
become an intellectual haven for people 
from all over the country. 

The advent of the Civil War brought 
many changes to the city. The shipping 
industry, Boston's major form of com- 
merce for many years, slowed down 
radically with the growth of other port 
cities. Merchants began investing in 
railroads and manufacturing, inspired by 
the boom travelling westward to the

rapidly expanding western frontier. 
Many textile mills closed their doors 
and many others moved south where 
labor was cheaper. Investment houses 
and banks replaced ships and sea trade 
as Boston's symbol of commerce. 

As the business interests of the city 
grew, so did Boston itself. Between the 
years 1800 and 1900, the city expanded 
from a town of 24,000 citizens with a 
basic common interest and background 
to a city of more than 560,000, of whom 
approximately one-half were of Irish 
origin and one-fifth hailed from the 
Canadian maritime provinces. Counting 
the smaller groups of European im- 
migrants and American-bom Blacks, less 
than 1 1 percent of the city's population 
was of the origin of those stout English 
Piligrims who founded it. 

Much of the history that was bom of 
Boston remains today in the city for all 
to witness and wonder at. Many of the 
original stmctures still stand proudly on 
the streets that have grown with the 
city. In the original town center, for in- 
stance, although most of it has given 
way to banks and office buildings, many 
historic buildings coexist with the new: 
Faneuil Hall and a few houses close by, 
the famous Old Comer Book Store, the 
Old South Meeting House, and the 
King's Chapel. One can get an accurate 
taste of the city's historic past by 
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visiting the North End, the only part of 
the early city that has been home to 
Bostonians since 1630. Paul Revere's 
house still stands in its original location, 
and the Christ Church, where the 
lanterns revealed the route of the British, 
remains a sturdy reminder of our 
American heritage. 

The American Numismatic Associa- 
tion is pleased to be able to hold its 91st 
Anniversary Convention in a city so 


filled with remnants of the past and 
possibilities for the future. The growth 
of New York, Philadelphia, and Chicago 
all took away a little steam from Boston, 
but no American city can compete with 
her rich history and roots in the past. 
Boston remains today, as always, the 
business and cultural center of New 
England, flanked by modest rolling 
Massachusetts hills, on a small penin- 
sula named Shawmut.

A drive along the Cape's rocky coastline 
will take participants on this tour to the 
historic Italian and Portuguese fishing colony 
of Gloucester, Massachusetts, one of the 
world's largest fishing ports, as well as the 
largest lobster distributor in America.

One of the most astonishing sites in the 
East, Hammond Castle, is the tour's next 
stop. This medieval castle, complete with a 
drawbridge, was constructed from entire sec- 
tions of European castles: tours, battlements, 
stained glass windows, a great hall 60 feet 
high, and an enclosed "outdoor" pool lined 
with foliage, trees and a marble tomb. 
Twelfth, thirteenth and fourteenth century 
furnishings, tapestries and paintings fill the 
dozens of rooms. Believe it or not, there is an 
immense 8,600 pipe organ in an 85-foot 
tower! 

After this unique visit, it's only a 20-minute 
drive to the quaint artists' colony and resort 
town of Rockport. It is here we find the red 
lobster shack, known as "motif No. 1," that 
is portrayed in paintings by generations of art- 
ists. There will be plenty of leisure time for 
lunch and to shop and browse on Bearskin 
Neck, a narrow peninsula of one-way alleys 
and narrow winding streets lined with an- 
tique shops, art gallerys, handicraft items and 
souvenir shops. Additionally, there are 
numerous clothing boutiques, penny candy 
stores and seaside restaurants to visit.

Buddy System Adopted for Exhibits 

The ANA has updated the Standard Program for Exhibits and Judging which 
applys to the entire spectrum of exhibits at ANA conventions. Exhibits will be 
divided into three groups: competitive exhibits, limited to ANA members 18 years 
of age and over; non-competitive exhibits, limited to ANA members and to those 
invited to exhibit by the ANA president, general chairman of the convention or 
the exhibit chairman; and competitive junior exhibits, limited to ANA members 
under 18 years of age. Each of the groups will be kept in separate exhibit areas. 

A special feature will be the new 'buddy' system which will facilitate the plac- 
ing of exhibits in the correct exhibit areas for convention opening, and the remov- 
ing of the exhibits upon the ending of the exhibit period. The 'buddy' system per- 
mits the exhibitor to select another person who will be registered and provided 
with all necessary official identification and documents enabling this 'buddy' to 
assist in installing the exhibit and subsequently removing it from the conven- 
tion area. All such moves would be approved in advance by the exhibit chairman. 

The New Standard Program for Exhibiting and Judging is a complex document 
and all exhibitors planning to enter the convention exhibit competition should 
obtain a copy of the Program.

OBITUARIES 

M. Vernon Sheldon 
ANA 3547, LM 49 

The association lost another promi- 
nent member and past president with 
the death of M. Vernon Sneldon, report- 
edly of a massive heart attack, April 10 
at age 80 in West Palm Beach, Florida, 
where he had lived since retiring about 
13 years ago. 

Vernon was bom in Escanaba, Michi- 
gan, and went through high school in 
that area before studying engineering at 
the Universities of Michigan and Utah. 
After doing engineering work in Utah 
copper mines, he moved to Chicago in 
1924 where he was employed by the 
Teletype Corp. He continued his educa- 
tion at Chicago's Armour Institute, how 
a part of the Illinois Institute of Tech- 
nology. In 1944 he left his supervisory 
position with Teletype to establish his 
own business, Gagefix Manufacturing 
Co. Equipped to do high-precision tool 
and die work, Gagefix produced viul 
equipment for the armed services. 

About the time he moved to Chicago, 
Vernon took an ihterest in coin collect- 
ing, especially in the coinages of Ancient 
Greece and Rome. He became member 
166 of the Chicago Coin Club and joined 
the ANA in 1929 as member 3547. His 
official service to ANA began in 1938 
when he was elected general secretary. 
After six years in that position, he served 
the next three years as a governor, two 
as first vice president and in 1949 was 
elected president. He had been active 
in forming the Central States Numisma- 
tic Society and the Iowa Numisma- 
tic Association. 

Never a seeker of the limelight, much 


of Vernon's work was carried on quiet- 
ly and in the background. He was on the 
original four-man committee respon- 
sible for the fifty-year index to The Nu- 
mismatist in 1940. However, the basis 
for this project was Vernon's personal 
card index of the first 40 issues, without 
which the project might not have been 
undertaken. About this time he worked 
out a plan with a Chicago sheet-metal 
firm to manufacture the display cases 
which soon became and still are the 
standard for ANA and most other or- 
ganizations' shows and conventions. 

Certainly one of his far-reaching con- 
tributions was the development and pro- 
duction of plastic impression slides of 
coins that lead to the present ANA slide 
program. The plastic impression slides 
were eventually replaced by color photo 
transparencies as the cost of such made 
them practical and broadened the scope 
of popularity of the program that was in- 
stituted in 1949. 

When the Farran Memorial Award 
was established as ANA's highest recog- 
nition of services rendered, Sheldon was 
chosen as its first recipient. Two years 
earlier, in 1949, he had been awarded the 
ANA Medal of Merit. Though inactive 
in numismatics since his retirement, he 
attended the 1979 convention in St. 
Louis to receive his 50-year gold 
membership medal. 

Following the 1946 ANA convention 
in Davenport, Iowa, Vernon went to 
Waterloo where he and Marcella Beck 
were married. She had been secretary to 
former ANA president V. Leon Belt and 
was a constant help to her husband in 
his numismatic activities. Marcella is 
his only close survivor.

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How To Spot Coins With 
The Greatest Potential For Increase 

Some people lead you to believe that investing in coins is complicated. I disagree! 
Dealers, for example, may want you to think that you need their "numismatic expertise. ” 
Frequently, however, what a dealer recommends is based on whatever happens to be in 
his inventory. A good dealer can get you just about anything — if you know what you want. 
But how do you decide what you want? 

If you’re like most people, you want to invest only in coins that are undervalued 
because they have the greatest potential for increase. I maintain that the only way to spot 
coins with the greatest potential for increase is to examine past performance and price 
data for individual coins. It’s time consuming, but it’s the only way! 

At the risk of appearing to oversimplify the rare coin market, I also maintain that 
mintage and ’supply’’ figures, taken by themselves (and this is important!), are practically 
irrelevent. This may surprise you. Usually, when we are told that 'there are only 5 known 
to exist’’ or that ' there were only 52,000 minted ” (typical sales pitches), we jump! 

Frequently, extremely rare coins do turn out to be the best investments. But frankly, I 
wouldn’t invest ONE CENT unless I knew something about the supply and demand 
situation. This is why I emphasize the importance of past performance and price data; 
both factors take into account supply and demand. 

Every month I publish past performance and price data, and analyze the figures, so 
that you can see which coins have the greatest potential for increase! Unlike some people, I 
don’t just recommend coins. I also tell you WHY I recommend them.
